VALENCIA, SPAIN—“A REAL 
breakthrough" in climate 
change negotiations has be- 
come a clear possibility with 
the adoption of a landmark 
report on global warming by 
the Intergovernmental Panel 
on Climate Change (IPCC). 


‘The IPCC is the world's leading au- 
thority on climate change. It won the 
2007 Nobel Peace Prize alongside for- 
mer US Vice President Al Gore. 

The 130-state IPCC, following six 
days of sometimes tense negotiations, 
adopted a concise briefing paper on 
the science of climate change and the 
effects of human-produced green- 
house gases. It lays out various scenar- 
ios of future impacts, depending on 
how quickly and decisively action is 
taken, 

The Summary for Policymakers and 
a longer version called the synthesis 
report distill thousands of pages of da- 
taand computer models resulting from 
six years of research compiled by the 
TPCC. 

Tt will be a how-to guide for policy- 
makers meeting on Dec. 3-14 in Bali, 
Indonesia, who will begin discussing a 
successor agreement to the Kyoto Pro- 
tocol, which requires 36 industrial 
countries to reduce carbon emissions 
byan average 5 percent from 1990 lev- 
els by 2012. 

“This report will be formally pre- 
sented to the [UN Climate Change] 
Conference in Bali" UN Secretary 
General Ban Ki-moon told IPCC dele- 
gates and praised them for agreeing to 
adopt the document.

BARANGAY TARTARO, SAN MIGUEL, BU- 
Iacan—Edita Burgos, mother of missing ac- 
tivist Jonas Burgos, yesterday gathered her 
family at the tomb of her husband, press 
freedom icon Jose "Joe" Burgos Jr, and 
aired an appeal to her son's captors. 

“I am hoping that Jonas is still alive. But 

if he is dead, please give me his body so I 
can give him a proper burial,” she said, on 
the occasion of her husband's fourth death 
anniversary. 

"^ Burgos said hearing reports of torture suf- 
fered by others who had gone missing and 
were eventually released by the military, was 
їп itself a horrible experience for any mother 
‘With a “disappeared” son or daughter. 

"They (captors) are no longer human, 
that’s why we have to offer prayers for the 
captors, for their enlightenment,” Burgos 
Said in an interview at the farm that Jonas, 
ûn agriculturist, had planted to organic 
tice, citrus trees, and even flowers.

Hybrid citrus trees 

The media icon’s graveyard was planted 
‘with triple-root stock suha, one of the hy- 
brid citrus trees that Jonas developed be- 
fore he disappeared. 
& Jonas had grafted the seedlings of two 
Balamansi (native lime) and one suha (pome- 
10) trees, which resulted in a more stable root 


base that can withstand strong winds. Burgos -

because he noted that the single rootstock

¥ Jonas had been teaching organic farming 
to farmers’ groups in Bulacan.

Jonas was abducted by armed men froma 
тай in Quezon City on April 28.

Last week, the Armed Forces finally re- 
leased its findings on how a license plate 
(TAB 194) ofa jeep impounded at the Army 
camp in Bulacan ended up on the vehicle 
used to abduct Jonas. 

Burgos said the report was "incomplete" 
and her lawyer would appeal for the release of 
the affidavits of the 16 officers and men who 
‘were summoned to shed light on the matter. 

The military has denied involvement in 
the abduction and claimed the license plate 
had been stolen from the camp.

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Justify steep price hikes, Palace orde

WORRIED BY THE SERIES OF OIL 
i price hikes, Malacafiang yesterday 
* ordered the local oil companies to 
explain their price adjustments even. 
as the government started crafting 
"safety nets" to cushion the impact 
оп consumers. 

Emerging from a meeting with 
President Macapagal-Arroyo, Ener- 
gy Secretary Angelo Reyes told re- 

* porters that the oil firms should jus- 
tify the latest price increases which 
«took effect starting at 6 a.m. yester- 
day to the public considering that 
the peso continued to gain strength. 

Citing the escalating price of oil in 
the world market, local oil firms 

ised the pump prices of gasoline, 
diesel and kerosene by 50 centavos 

. per liter and LPG  (liquified 
petroleum gas) by P1.12 per kilo- 
gram over the weekend. 

The latest price hike was the 16th 
this year for gasoline for a total of P9 
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a liter, the 13th for diesel for a total 
of P6.50 a liter, and also the 13th for 
kerosene for a total of P7 a liter. LPG 
prices have risen 13 times for a total 
of P10.08 a kilo, but have also gone 
down seven times for a total-of P3.36 
а kilo, including the value-added 
tax. 

Reyes said officials of the oil com- 
panies would be summoned by the 
Department of Energy next week toa 
dialogue to explain the new round of 
increases. 


Unreasonableness 

The DOE and Department of Jus- 
tice are looking into the unreason- 
ableness of the price increases, he 
said, noting that the peso has ге- 
mained strong. 

“If the peso's exchange rate was 
still P55 per dollar, the prices per 
liter of gasoline and diesel will be 
more expensive by about P7 to Р8 
per liter,” Reyes said. 

Reyes said he had written all the 
oil companies to inquire about their 
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rationale for the price adjustments. 

The DOE will also strictly imple- 
ment the Biofuels Law, which seeks 
to reduce dependence on imported 
fuel by mandating the use of biofu- 
els. The law requires all gasoline 
users and oil companies to blend the 
fuel they sell with either biodiesel or 
bioethanol. 

Cerge Remonde, chief of the Presi- 
dential Management Staff, said the 
Palace was open to the idea of subsi- 
dizing some oil products. 

"Tm sure the government is open 
to all constructive proposals, to mi 
gate the effects of the oil price hikes, 
especially to the poor, and we are 
ready to discuss this with the propo- 
nents,” he said. 

Pilipinas Shell Petroleum Corp., 
Total (Philippines) Corp. and East- 
em Petroleum Corp. raised their 
pump prices at 6 a.m. yesterday, fol- 
lowed by Petron Corp. at 9 a.m. and 
Chevron Philippines Inc. at noon. 

Flying V and Unioil Petroleum 
Philippines Inc. implemented the 


same price adjustments at 12:01 
a.m. today. 

Data from the DOE showed that as 
of Nov. 9, the regional benchmark 
Dubai crude surged to an average of 
886.47 a barrel from $77.12 a barrel 
last month. 


All-time high 

Тһе price of unleaded gasoline 
based on the Mean of Platts Singa- 
pore (MOPS) benchmark for refined 
petroleum products climbed to an 
average of $99.23 a barrel in the first 
nine days of the month from the Oc- 
tober average of $88.71 a barrel. 

MOPS-based diesel likewise 
soared to an average of $109.01 a 
barrel in the Nov. 1-9 period from an 
average of $95.47 a barrel in Octo- 
ber. 

At current international prices 
and the foreign exchange rate, 
Petron said local oil firms have to re- 
cover P1.95 a liter, excluding the val- 
ue-added tax, this month.

COTABATO CITY—THE MORO 
National Liberation Front (MNLF) 
has protested the agreement signed 
in Kuala Lumpur last week between 
the government and the Moro Islamic 
Liberation Front (MILF) defining the 
new borders of a Muslim homeland. 

MNLF interim vice chair Hatimil 
Hassan told the Inqumer by phone 
from Jeddah that their group viewed 
the agreement as a violation of the 
1996 peace agreement between the 
government and the MNLE. 

Under the 1996 treaty, the MNLF 
proposed the inclusion of 14 
provinces and six cities in Min- 
danao in the Moro territory. Iteven- 
tually ended up having only four 
provinces and one city under the 
Autonomous Region іп -Muslim 
Mindanao (ARMM). 

х The ARMM has since been ex- 
panded to five provinces after 
Maguindanao was divided into two. 

Hassan said MNLF Chair Nur Mis- 
чап had informed the Organization of 
the Islamic Conference about the “Vio- 


lation." The OIC brokered the 1996 
peace agreement and is also at the 
forefront the government-MILF talks. 

Gen. Rodolfo Garcia (ret), govern- 
ment chief negotiator, has confirmed 
the agreement which defines the bor- 
ders of the Bangsamoro Juridical Enti- 
ty (BJE), the MILPled territory. 

"Demarcation has been agreed 
upon,” Garcia was quoted by The 
Associated Press as saying. 

“The agreement on the ancestral 
domain was already drafted. It's 
bigger than autonomy, thats why 
we were delayed in the negotiation 
on this issue," said MILF civil-mili- 
tary affairs chief Eid Kabalu. 

But Kabalu declined to comment 
on the scope of the territory or if the 
agreement included the ARMM. 

“Let us wait for both panels to issue 
the full details in due time,” he said. 

Asked what the MNLE would do 
in light of the new developments, 
Hassan said they would propose а 
meeting with their MILF counter- 
parts to discuss the issue. 

“We and our brothers in the MILF 
need to talk on that matter. There 
must be coordination to prevent

But a prominent Islamic group 
said the deal might not be as clear- 
cut as first thought. 

Amina Rasul, who heads the 
Philippine Council for Islam and 
Democracy, said it would depend 
‘on what exactly was agreed upon.

(CEBU CITY—THE MOTHER OF TWO YOUNG 
women who were raped and killed 10 years 
ago condemned the signing ofa treaty between 
the Philippines and Spain for the transfer of 
prisoners after learning that it could benefit one 
‘of those convicted of the heinous crime. 

“That's crazy. I will oppose that,” said 
Thelma Chiong, mother of rape-murder 
victims Marijoy and Jacqueline Chiong. 

Chiong was reacting to a statement by 
Sen. Miriam Defensor-Santiago that Fran- 
cisco Juan "Paco" Larrañaga, who has dual 
Filipino and Spanish citizenship, could 
avail himself of a transfer to Spain after the 
ratification of the treaty. 

Larrañaga, son of former Basque jai-alai 
player Manuel Larrafiaga and a member of 
the Osmefia family, was found guilty of the 
abduction, rape and murder of Marijoy and 
Jacqueline in 1997. He was sentenced to 
death in 2004 but he was removed from 
death row when the death penalty was 
abolished last year. 

Santiago said she would sponsor on 
Monday the Treaty on the Transfer of Sen- 
tenced Persons with Spain. 

Santiago said that Larrafiaga, who has a 
pending appeal in the Supreme Court, could 
avail himself of the transfer when the treaty is 
ratified and after his conviction becomes fi 
nal.

for certification as “K9 disaster responders.” 

‘The fancy title also applies to their hu- 
man partners, whose skills will likewise be 
upgraded and certified by the National As- 
sociation for Search and Rescue based in 
the United States. 

“Chairman is good at finding cadavers, 
while Rebelle and Piolo do well in search- 
ing for live victims,” said Makati Councilor 
Junjun Binay, the president of the Philip- 
pine K9 Search and Rescue Foundation. 

According to Binay, upgrading the dogs’ 
skills and certifying them as K9 disaster re- 
sponders is timely “in the light of the Glori- 
etta 2 explosion." 

“ think its very helpful that we have op- 
portunities like this for our canines,” he said. 

Binay has two "protective dogs," both of 
the Belgian Malinois breed, trained to 
guard him. He also owns S-year-old Re- 
belle, a black Labrador named Rambo and 
acouple of other dogs. 


French and focused 

Rebelle also showed off her prowess dur- 
ing the training exercise in Taguig, weaving 
in between mounds of rock in search of the 
"victim." 

Unlike other dogs, Rebelle does not 
waste time circling an area when looking 
fora victim, said Hector Reyes, board direc- 
tor of the foundation.

Said her handler: “Rebelle is more fo- 
cused; she goes straight to the victim and 
barks really loud to alert us." 

‘And while other dogs respond to English 
commands such as “sit,” “down,” and 
“search,” Rebelle springs to action when 
addressed in French, obediently sitting, go- 
ing down on all fours, and embarking on a 
search for a victim on cue. 

Its called “obedience training”—or con- 
ditioning a canine to develop focus and

“They also undergo training in agility 
and navigation. It is better that dogs like 
them are trained as early as 10 weeks old,” 
Lesperance said. 


No robots 

But not every dog can engage in search 
and rescue, even if it is a Boxer, a Malinois 
ora Labrador. 

A good search-and-rescue dog has to be 
aware that it is doing its job in exchange for 
a reward—say its rubber hose toy ога ball. 

“It has to be the dog that wants the toy; 
Lesperance said. 

The dogs are, however, far from being 
robots. During breaks during the training, 
for example, their human partners played 
tag with them or gave them long back rubs. 

"They have to be good not only to their han- 
дег, but to all kinds of people and [other] dogs. 
‘They havê to like people," Lesperance said. 

Search-and-rescue dogs, such as Chairman, 
Boxer and Rebelle, are probably the most 
friendly among trained dogs because they аге 
eager to play and socialize with strangers. 

While in training, search-and-rescue 
dogs are also required to undergo a "K9 
good citizen" exam to find out if they are at 
ease with humans. 


Only the handler 

But a playful demeanor does not mean 
that a search-and-rescue dog will instantly 
obey a stranger. 

“The dog will obey only the orders of his 
handler because that is what it is accus- 
tomed to do," Reyes pointed out. 

But he warned of the dangerofa dog being 
100 attached to the handler: "The dog might 
hesitate to obey or search for a victim if itis 
not his handler commanding him. The dog 
might look over his back to see if his human 
friend is just behind him. There's hesitation.” 

Lesperance, who came with her husband 
Ken, praised the foundation members for 
having done a good job of training dogs in 
search and rescue. 

“1 think they've done amazing work. The 
Philippines should be proud of its search- 
and-rescue dogs—they are at par with ca- 
nines from other countries,” Lesperance said.

television services to beat the 
language barrier between its 
residents and foreigners. 

“We are now implementing 
what we call 'tourism interna- 
tionalization’ so that those in- 
dividual tourists would not дес 
scared of getting lost in the 
city and would know where 
they can go, where to eat, 
what's interesting in our city 
‘without the assistance of tour 
guides,” Li Hong, director of 
Hangzhou Tourism Commis- 
sion, said during a conference 
оп quality tourism here last 
week. 

"[Conquering] the language 
barrier is really a big challenge 
for us,” he said. “Unlike in Hong 
Kong, Singapore ог India, 
where people naturally are 
born to speak in English, in 
mainland China most of our 
people speak only one lan- 
guage.” 

This explains why "it is very 
unique for the Chinese to go 
abroad because when they get 
lost it would be a problem. They 
can't even call a policeman for 
help.” 

Hangzhou is home to some 4 
million people but only a low 
percentage of locals speaks En- 
glish, Li said. 

“We still need to educate 
more young people in a differ- 
ent language, particularly in 
English,” he said. 

“We will also have to orga- 
nize massive training of people 
working in the service industry, 
especially in hotels and restau- 
rants, in order to solve this lan- 
guage barrier” 


Marco Polo marvelled 

Located south of the Yangtze 
River Delta on China's east 
coast, Hangzhou was one of 
the seven ancient capitals of 
China, marveled at by Marco 
Polo, the 13th century Italian 
explorer, as “the most splendid 
and luxurious city in the 
world.” 

Going around the capital of 
Zhejiang | province—which 
boasts of the scenic West Lake 
framed by lush mountains and 
skyscrapers—poses no problem 
to vacationists on tour packages 
as they are accompanied by En- 
glish-speaking guides. 

It is the tourists who travel 
on their own who may en- 
counter some problems, Li told 
the INquinER. 


To spare individual tourists 
the trouble of using sign lan- 
guage to elicit information from 
local people and then ending up 
getting lost as a result of faulty 
translation, the local govem- 
ment is rolling out its taxi infor- 
mation system, Li said. 

Under the system, a taxi driv- 
er connects his non-Chinese 
speaking passenger to а call 
center via a mobile phone 
where volunteers who speak 
English, Japanese, Korean or 
French are on hand to make the 
translation. 


What calling cards can do 

“If a passenger needs апу 
help, he or she would just pass 
a calling card to the taxi driv- 
er and that driver would dial 
the call center to avail of the 
services of a volunteer,” Li 
said. 

In other parts of China, 
where such system has not been 
introduced yet, resourceful Chi- 
nese drivers literally go the ex- 
tra mile to communicate with 
their foreign passengers. 

They stop over at high-end 
hotels and look for bilingual 
bell boys and security guards 
who can do the translation for 
them, the INguinzn learned dur- 
ing the five-day conference. 


Digital television 

То make their foreign guests 
feel more at home, the 
Hangzhou government has al- 
so implemented digital televi- 
sion services in restaurants 
and hotels that provide 
tourists with information on 
the local weather, the traffic 
situation and flight schedules, 
as well as emergency instruc- 
tions in four languages—aside 
from international TV pro- 
grams. 

li said local TV companies 
had tailor-made the digital 
menu for foreign guess in- 
stalled in over 156 hotels in the 
entire Zhejiang Province. 

“Through the service, tourists 
have the chance to find what 
they need in Hangzhou, where 
to find the tea houses or hospi- 
tals in the city, how to make 
phone calls or how to find po- 
licemen," Li said.

solution of Dalaig slay-Comelec ",

‘THE POLICE HAVE STUMBLED ON SOME 
important evidence that could lead to the 
solution of the murder of Commission on 
Elections law department chief Alioden 
Dalaig, a Comelec official said. 

Comelec Commissioner Florentino Tua- 
son, the commissioner in charge of the law 
department, said Chief Insp. Alejandro Yan- 
quiling Jr., head of the Manila Police Dis- 
trict homicide division, told him іп а recent 
meeting that the police had “unearthed 
very positive developments” towards the 
resolution of the case. 

Tuason, however, declined to reveal 
what the "very positive developments" 
were so as not to jeopardize the ongoing in- 
vestigation 


Work-related 

Asked whether the developments 
were work-related or involved one of 
the election cases that Dalaig was han- 
dling at the Comelec, Tuason would only 
say that by elimination, most of the evi- 
dence pointed to something work-relat- 
ed since Dalaig's personal belongings at 
the crime scene were left untouched by 
his assailant.

Original staff 

According to Rosario, a number of these 
workers are the children and family mem- 
bers of the original staff that helped him 
mount the first show back in 1957 when the 
family-run Manila COD was still on Aveni- 
da Rizal (Rizal Avenue) in downtown 
Manila. 

Manila COD (for cash on delivery) had 
already been operating for nine years when 
Rosario, then 24 years old, thought of 
putting up an animated window display to 
get people to take notice of the wares on of- 
fer inside the 230-square-meter store. 

“We could not afford expensive radio ad- 
vertisements so we had.to come up with 
something else to attract customers during 
our sale that November,” said Rosario, who 


; being the eldest of six children, was presi- 
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dent of the company. 


Instant hit 

That something else was a belly dancer 
made of plaster of Paris, which had been fit- 
ted with an electric fan motor to make it 
move. It was an instant hit. 

“The distance from the front of the store 
to my desk was just 20 meters but it took 
me 10 minutes to get through all the people 
that came into the store,” Rosario recalled. 

Тһе success of the animated display en- 
couraged Rosario to put up another one for 
Christmas, this time featuring a moving 
Santa Claus laden with gifts. 

‘That first Christmas show was mounted 
on a stage just eight meters long, the 
frontage of the Avenida store. It would be- 
соте bigger and bigger through the years. 

‘When the Avenida location threatened to 
be overwhelmed by bars and restaurants, 
Manila COD transferred to the Araneta 
Center in Cubao, Quezon City, in 1966. 

“We were the first department store to 
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set up in the Araneta Center. At the time, 
only the coliseum was there. The other de- 
partment stores were on Aurora Boulevard, 
like Assandas, which was for the middle 
class like us, and Aguinaldo's, which was 
for the A crowd,” said Rosario. 

The move to the new 1,500-square-me- 
ter location was nerve-wracking. Rosario 
said he never enjoyed a good nights sleep 
in the three years that the store was being 
put up for fear that it would not do well. 


To the rescue 

‘The Christmas show came to the rescue 
yet again. 

“I gave myself six years for us to recover 
our investment, But thank God we immedi- 
ately earned on our first year,” he said. 

That first Christmas show at Araneta 
Center had a lot to do with Manila COD's 
success. And what a show it was, 

The theme was “Cinderella” and Rosario 
got popular movie star Liberty Ilagan to 
open the show. She arrived in a helicopter

Made Бу hand 
Sometimes the theme was also influenced; by 
the times, like the show featuring Muslims and 
Christians at a time when there were calls [or 
friendship between people of different faiths. 
When the late dictator Ferdinand Marcos declared 
martial law in 1972, the Christmas show that yeat 
incorporated a short history of the Philippines. 

Rosario said he had the most difficult time 
mounting the “Christmas Galactica” show.

‘Mounting the displays is not easy as each 
of the mannequins has to be made by hand 
About 50 workers are needed to make the cı 
tumes, paint the mannequins and install the mo 
tors.

According to Rosario, only one member from th 
original crew is still alive, Berting Aguirre, who 
plies the makeup on the mannequins.

She cites the value of lamangan or isahan 
(putting one over the other) as part of the Filipino 
driver's psyche. In this situation, traffic rules and 
regulations are thrown out the window. 

Aurora Corpuz Mendoza, a psychologist who did 
a study on road safety last year, says "there is grow- 
ing recognition that road user behavior is now the 
most important single accident contributory factor, 
"with 85 pereent of road accidents in the Philippines 
‘caused by driver error or violations.” 

Mendoza is with the Psychology department of the 
University of the Philippines in Diliman, Quezon City. 


Risk factors 

Her study investigated the behavior of 334 
public jeepney and private drivers in different ar- 
eas of Metro Manila, Three violations were most 
prevalent: Illegal counterflow, failure to give way 
while turning, and tailgating. 

There were three risk factors: Behavior of oth- 
ег drivers, the presence or absence of traffic en- 
forcers, and perceived road/vehicle conditions. 

According to Mendoza's study, factors that in- 
fluenced driver behavior included driver's age, 
gender, education, driver type, risk-taking per- 
sonality, perceived risks of traffic violations, ac- 
ceptance of risk for traffic violations, the social 
environment that includes the drivers and traffic 
enforcers, the vehicle, and the physical environ- 
ment or the road, and weather conditions. 

Results showed that drivers more likely to com- 
miit traffic violations were young, male, operating 
public transport and with low levels of education. 


Social environment 

Data also showed that drivers were more likely 
to commit traffic violations if they don't see any 
traffic enforcer. 

Mendoza says the behavior of other people pre- 
sentina traffic environment provides a social con- 
struct of reality that can reduce personal uncer- 
tainty on what behavior is safe and what is risky. 

Тһе study also showed that drivers without 
college degrees had significantly stronger inten- 
tions to commit traffic violations compared to 
college graduates. 

Mendoza says that this finding is “noteworthy 
because it points to the importance of a college 
education, in the local setting, to driver decisions 
to violate rules.” 
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stuck in a swamp of doubt the government itself 
helped create, the bombing of the House of Repre- 
sentatives seems headed for a more satisfying conclusion.

"What must be addressed immediately is something the 
police authorities themselves have said: that the case 
can’t be considered closed, because although they believe 
they have found the perpetrators, they still have to find 
the mastermind, 

The three main questions of an investigation—finding 
out who has the means, motive and opportunity to com- 
mit, or cause the commission, of a crime—remain to be 
comprehensively answered. 

We all see where the police are headed, and that is in 
the direction of former Rep. Gerry Salapuddin. To his 
credit, the former Basilan congressman and nemesis of 
the slain Rep. Wahab Akbar says he wants a chance to de- 
fend himself: he fears, һе says—and rightly so—a vendet- 
taif he remains а suspect much longer. 

And here is where the long arm of the law might prove 
to be a useless stump. How will the police handle Sala- 
puddin, considering the political factors coming into 
play? In the first place, the police will have an instinctive 
tendency to treat him with kid gloves; secondly, consider- 
ing that Salapuddin is a political figure and nota member 
ofan outlaw group, the police might be inclined to take 
its cues—as to how to behave—from Malacafiang; third- 
ly, if such cues are absent (since even if asked, Mala- 
cafiang will have to do its own figuring out on what it 
should do), the natural tendency of any bureaucrat is to 
tread water while waiting for orders from higher-up. 

In which case, instead of keeping up its momentum, the 
investigation might start flagging, thus inevitably ending 
up in failure. The result would be to give “suppressed” 
theories a new lease on life or an opportunity to gain a life 
of their own. So nothing would be resolved, and worse, 
things might just get more complicated. 

The PNP therefore, has to work double time on finding 
the answer to the question of who is the mastermind of 
the Batasan bombing. It cannot take the risk of prema- 
turely condemning Salapuddin in the court of public 
opinion, but it can neither take too long to identify the 
mastermind nor prove indecisive because of fears over 
the implications of the circumstantial evidence it has al- 
ready released to the public. Either its dragnet must tight- 
en, or the PNP itself must start explaining why, as an insti- 
tution, it may want to consider other suspects. 

The worst case scenario would be for the PNP to start 
fumbling, and for the suspected mastermind to use the 
situation as a pretext for adopting the “time-honored” 
tactic of beleaguered officials—that is, to do a vanishing 
act, or run off to the mountains—thus leaving their sup- 
porters leaderless and dangerous, or mobilizing them ina 
rebellion meant to set the stage for deal-making and win- 
ning concessions from the government.

Itis titled “Team of Rivals” because, while rich 
іп details and anecdotes about other aspects of 
his climb from obscurity to immortality, it fo- 
cuses on his relationship with the men he de- 
feated at the Republican Party convention in 
Chicago in 1860 and later worked with him as 
members of his Cabinet. 

Lincoln was earlier predicted and dismissed 
as an “also гап" candidate in that convention 
but surprised the nation when he trounced his 
better known and apparently more qualified 
aspirants for the opportunity to run as the offi- 
cial candidate of the Republican Party for Pres- 
ident of the United States. His more presti- 
gious opponents were William H. Seward, 
Salmon B Chase, and Edward Bates, all out- 
standing lawyers and recognized leaders in 
their common party. 

On the day of the convention, Lincoln won 
the third balloting and his party's nomination 
to the tumultuous applause of rhe assemblage. 
This prompted a leading newspaper to com- 
ment sardonically: "The conduct of the repub- 
lican party in this nomination is a remarkable 
indication of small intellect, growing smaller. 
‘They pass over ... statesmen and able men and 
they take up a fourth rate lecturer, who cannot 
speak good grammar.” 

Lincoln was to prove his critics wrong. He 
began with his lyrical appeal to the South in his

Though pas- 
sion may have strained, it must not break our 
bonds of affection. The mystic chords of mem- 
ory stretching from every battlefield, and pa- 
triot grave, to every living heart and hearth- 
stone, all over this broad land, will yet swell 
the chorus of the Nation, when again touched, 
as surely they will be, by the better angels of 
our nature." 

But it was in the choice of his Cabinet that 
Lincoln showed his extraordinary humility. 
While a lesser man would have ignored his for- 
mer if better rivals if only to emphasize his su- 
periority over them, he did exactly the орро- 
site. He invited—in fact requested—Seward, 
Chase, and Bates to join his official family in 
coping with the Civil War 

‘They accepted, perhaps patronizingly think- 
ing that Lincoln needed to be guided and led. 
But again they were mistaken. They soon dis- 
covered the intelligence and, yes, erudition of 
the man who was their leader and eventually 
became their friend. He presided at the meet- 
ings of the Cabinet but did not dictate to them, 
preferring instead to reach reasoned consen- 
sus. It was only on those few occasions when 
he could not agree with them tha he chose in- 
stead, as was his right, to say the last word. 

The affable Abe was especially close to Sec- 
retary of State Seward who reciprocated his 
goodwill although he had the most reason to 
resent him for besting him, as the front-runner

He 
habitually threatened to quit for the slightest 
complaint until, out of exasperation, Lincoln 
finally accepted his resignation. Nevertheless, 
recalling his able services as Secretary of the 
Treasury, Lincoln later appointed him Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court, where he contin- 
ued to seek the presidency, but vainly too. 

Bates was completely helpful to Lincoln, es- 
pecially in supporting the Emancipation 
Proclamation. As Attorney General, he was 
quick with his expert legal defense of the war- 
time President's controversial emergency de- 
crees. He was an inoffensive Cabinet member 
who received much public acclaim for his ex- 
emplary life and career. 

Secretary of War Edwin Stanton was a bril- 
liant lawyer whose early disdain for the awk- 
‘ward practitioner from Springfield changed to 
esteem when he joined Lincoln's Cabinet. It 
was he who tearfully said upon the great man's 
death: "Now he belongs to the ages." 

Аса desperate time when the Union was im- 
periled by the fratricidal war, Abraham Lincoln. 
had the humility to choose a team of rivals who, 
forgetting their past disappointments, un- 
selfishly followed him in the stupendous task of 
preserving as one undivided country the United 
States of America. Many regard that feat as his 
most enduring memory and monument.

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SOLICITOR GENERAL AGNES DEVANADERA 
‘was reported by media to have said that the "gov- 
ernment may revoke its grant of pardon to former 
President Joseph Estrada if he makes good his 
threat to resist 'till death’ the forfeiture of his as- 
sets worth P545 million," on the ground that “the 
forfeiture ... was a condition for his pardon." 

Pardon not conditional. Relevantly, the short 
presidential order granting "executive clemency" 
merely said "The forfeitures imposed by the Sandi- 
ganbayan remain in force and in full, including all 
writs and processes issued by the Sandiganbayan 
in pursuance thereof, except for bank accounts he 
‘owned before his tenure as president." 

Tcannot see how this awkward sentence can be 
interpreted as a condition. It merely states that 
the pardon did not encompass the monetary рге- 
scriptions of the anti-graft court. A condition im- 
poses a burden; hence, it must be phrased clearly 
so the “pardonee” would understand its import. 

Of course, the Sandiganbayan may enforce, 
through its usual writs and processes, the “forfei- 
tures” it ordered in its now final and executory 
judgment. But the non-satisfaction of the writs 
‘will not justify the pardon's revocation. 

‘The remedy to nullify the pardon is a petition 
for certiorari in the Supreme Court, showing that 
President Macapagal-Arroyo gravely abused her 
discretion in extending clemency to Erap. This is 
rather dificult to do, Most constitutionalists grant 
the President immense leeway in issuing pardons. 
But enterprising lawyers can always try their hick 
іп our activist Court. Pursuant to the Rules of 
Court, this petition may be filed within 60 days 
from “notice” of the presidential clemency. 

GMA not yet immune from impeachment. 
‘With the dismissal for “lack of substance” of the 
impeachment complaint filed by lawyer Roel 
Pulido, is GMA now immune from impeachment 
for one year? Under the Constitution, “(n)o im- 
peachment proceeding shall be initiated against 
the same official more than once within a period 
of one year.” 
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“Francisco vs House of Representatives” (Nov. 
10, 2003) ruled that an impeachment proceed- 
ingis deemed to have been initiated on the day it 
is referred to the Committee on Justice of the 
House of Representatives. From that day, the one- 
year ban on new impeachment complaints shall 
be reckoned. However, there are some novel 
questions that still need to be ruled upon by the 
‘Supreme Court before GMA can be said to be to- 
tally inoculated. 

First, was the referral to the Committee on Jus- 
tice made by the Deputy Speaker, instead of the 
Speaker as provided by the House Rules, valid? If 
not, then the one-year ban has not begun. Second, 
was the precipitate dismissal of the supplemental 
complaint fled by lawyer Adel Tamano tenable? 
Wasn't the Tamano pleading intended to strength- 
en the “weak” Pulido complaint and to prevent a 
mockery of the one-year ban? Third, was the Com- 
mittee's refusal to include GMA in the impeach- 
ment complaint filed against resigned Comelec 
Chair Benjamin Abalos correct? A negative answer 
to any of these questions may reopen the impeach- 
ment proceeding against GMA. 

Dislodging a Comelec commissioner The 
“bulaga” appointment of former Judge Moslemen 
Т. Macarambon as a member of the Commission 
оп Elections has generated a tidal wave of 
protests. Several non-government organizations 
have attacked his unimpressive credentials and 
the opaqueness that shrouded his appointment. 

Critics have raked up two instances, in 1999 
and in 2005, in which the Supreme Court yanked 
‘out cases from his sala “to avoid a miscarriage of 


justice.” In "TransAsia Shipping vs Macarambon,” 
(Nov. 24, 1999), the son of Macarambon sued 
TransAsia in his father's sala in Lanao del Sur, for 
its alleged failure to accommodate the judge in 
the ambassador suite of the petitioner's vessel. 

Narrated the Supreme Court, “Brandishing his 
calling card to petitioner's employee, Macarambon 
said: ‘You know I am a judge. You should have ac- 
commodated me first.” Despite а Resolution of the 
high court moving the case to the Regional Trial 
Court of Cagayan de Oro, Macarambon still decid- 
ed it. So the Supreme Court “set aside" his decision 
and transferred the records to Cagayan de Oro. 

Macarambon is lucky that TransAsia filed only a 
“petition for a change of venue," not an admit 
trative charge for his violation of judicial ethics. 
Otherwise, he could have been held administra- 
tively liable and penalized accordingly. In any 
event, given the judge's murky track record, sever- 
al electoral watchdogs have asked whether he can 
still be removed from office, even if he has already 
taken his oath and began to discharge his duties. 

The answer is yes, if his ad interim appoint- 
ment is either disapproved or bypassed by the 
Commission on Appointments and the President 
does not extend him a new appointment. But if 
GMA reappoints him despite the disapproval or 
bypass, then he will retain his job.

Sex tempest in Quezon City 


WHEN QUEZON CITY COUNCILOR JOSEPH “SEP” 
Juico agreed to be the main sponsor of an ordi- 
nance “Establishing a Quezon City Population and 
Reproductive Health Management Policy” lire did 
һе клон thet t would affect even his romantic ife. 

‘After weathering scathing criticism and name- 
calling from Catholic Church authorities and 
groups, Juico says he has become wary of even at- 
tending Mass in Quezon City. So intense has the 
campaign become that, he says half-seriously, he 
fears he may not even be allowed to wed in 
church. When he brought up the possibility with 
his girlfriend, Sep tried to make light of the mat- 
ter by joking that “we can always go to a judge." 
"Thats not funny,” she retorted. 

“Nothing,” says the two-termer councilor 
wearily, “has ever prepared me for the scale of the 
attacks against me.” (His co-sponsors are Coun- 
cilors Bernadette Herrera-Dy and Lala Sotto.) 

‘After all, Juico hails from a family that can only 
be described as staunchly Catholic, if not loyally 
La Sallian. His father is Popoy Juico, a former 
agrarian reform secretary under President Cory 
Aquino; these days, Popoy serves as a juror in the 
Catholic Mass Media Awards while hosting a pro- 
gram in the El Shaddai radio station. His mother, 
Margie is a private secretary of President Aquino. 
But while his dad once confessed to Sep that “my 
heartis with you but my mind is not sure," Margie 
has proven to be Sep's chief cheerleader and de- 
fender, even writing а letter to Cubao Bishop 
Honesto Ongtioco expressing her hurt and 
heartache at the virulent attacks on her son. 

Sep himself is La Sallian green to the core, having 
studied at La Salle from prep to college ("а rule in 
our family” he says), graduating with a degree in 
human resources management. But even before his 
graduation, Sep was already deep in public service, 
having served as SK chairman for many years. From 
there, it was but a short leap to running for coun- 
cilor, serving the first district of Quezon City. On the 
side, he also owns two boxing gyms. 

‘THOUGH the proposed ordinance was formu- 
lated by the Anti-Poverty Task Force of Quezon 
City, composed of 12 city departments, Juico 


LONDON—THE RECENT MEETING IN THE VAT- 
ican of the “Custodian of The Holy Places,” King 
Abdullah of Saudi Arabia, and Pope Benedict XVI 
was a seminal event, particularly as it comes ага 
time when radical Muslims аге decrying the role 
of “crusaders” in Middle East politics. It was also 
the clearest sign yet of a rising “Holy Alliance” 
among the world's conservative leaders. For the 
key audience of this meeting of a Muslim king 
and a Roman Catholic pontiff was not their fol- 
lowers; it was another conservative leader, US 
President George W. Bush. 

The first “Holy Alliance” was a creation of Aus- 
tria’s Prince Klemens Wenzel von Metternich fol- 
lowing the Napoleonic wars. It was an attempt to 
preserve the peace (and the security of the rela- 
tively weak Austrian Empire) through a coalition 
of victors upholding shared values. 

‘Metternich’s "Holy Alliance" was the one original 
political idea to emerge from Napoleon's defeat. Be- 
hind its exalted name lay an innovation of great 
diplomatic significance: the introduction of an ele- 
‘ment of calculated moral restraint into internation- 
al relations. The vested interests that the Alliance 
‘members—Austria, Prussia and Russia—had in the 
survival of their domestic institutions led each to 
seek to avoid conflicts that, in the past, they would 
have pursued as a matter of course. 

Metternich's system worked through much of 
the 19th century, because it protected a genuine 
balance of power between countries that shared 
common values. But what "common values” do 
King, Pope and American President share? 

‘That such a meeting took place is а sign that 
both Pope and King believed that there was some- 
thing to achieve. Indeed, Abdullah, who believes 
himself to be the paramount leader of the Muslim 
world, is the first Saudi king to initiate a meeting 
with a leader of the Christian faith. 

The two men met, seemingly as equals, not to 
express the common values of conservatism, but 
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says he agreed to be its main sponsor because 
he has seen for himself that “we can no longer 
continue providing band-aid solutions to the 
problem of poverty, we need to get to the root 
of the problem.” 

As part of his work as a councilor, Sep says he 
makes it a point to “immerse” himself in urban 
poor communities in his district, sometimes 
even spending a night with a family. “Nakaka- 
awa talaga ang kondisyon nila” (Their condi- 
tion is really pitiful), he recalls, describing a 
typical shanty crawling with vermin such that 
“they no longer wake up when huge rats scam- 
per across their chests at night." 

"Everywhere I go, I see pregnant women," 
he adds, “and usually they tell me it's their 
fourth or fifth child.” What's really depressing, 
he notes, is that “they are not happy about it, 
telling me they didn’t want to have these many 
children.” 

In a privilege speech provoked by the 
Church's campaign of vilification, Juico said of 
the issue: “(The parents) come to me for help 
because they cannot provide for their children 
and at the same time their family is just getting 
bigger .... In fact, the clamor is on a national 
level—nine out of 10 Filipinos consider family 
planning important and 89 percent believe 
that it is important for government to provide 
budgetary support for modern family plan- 
ning methods and services ..." 

THE PROPOSED ordinance calls for the crafting 
of “an integrated and comprehensive policy on 
responsible parenthood, effective population 
management, and sustainable social develop- 
ment that values the dignity of every human per- 
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to confirm and promote their authority to uphold 
traditional values. Both agreed that reform must 
be slow and cautious, and that it must never un- 
dermine established institutions, especially reli- 
gion and the patriarchal family. 

‘Abdullah sought the meeting because he be- 
lieve: that the world since 2001 has divided the 
fraternity of conservatives. Until then, he and Bush 
shared a common worldview, emphasizing the im- 
portance of religion, the traditional family (as both 
countries understood it), social discipline, and the 
state's role in supporting these institutions. 

But Bush, following the terrorist attacks of 
2001, turned his back on conservatism. He sought 
to radically reinvent the Middle East, not only by 
overthrowing the Taliban regime in Afghanistan 
and Saddam Hussein’s regime in Iraq, but also 
through his strident calls for democratization. 

‘American radicalism, however, resulted in in- 
creasing tensions between religious communities 
in the Middle East, and the rise of radical Iran 
with its bid for regional hegemony. Since 2001, 
Christian minorities have been targeted through- 
ош the region, including even Lebanon's Ma- 
ronite Christian community. And in Iraq, Sunni 
Muslims feel under siege from the country's ma- 
jority and now ruling Shia. 

Here is where the Holy Alliance concept of 
moral restraint comes in. Abdullah, perhaps ear- 
lier than most others, undérstood that some code 
of restraint was needed if the entire region was 
not to descend into a war of all against all. 


son and affords full protection to people's rights.” 

A rather innocuous, if not motherhood, state- 
ment, you might say. And yet іп response, 
Catholic leaders in Quezon City have launched а 
full-scale attack on the ordinance and its spon- 
sors. A recent circular signed by Bishop Ongtioco 
accused the authors of "(using) the name of the 
poor ... to push their deadly intent of promoting 
contraceptives and abortifacients.” The initiative, 
said the bishop, “Kills the unbom children, 
cause(s) deadly cancers, destroys the Catholic 
educational formation of our youth.” 

Aleaflet, which bares the letterhead of the Our 

Lady of the Miraculous Medal Parish, accuses the 
proposed ordinance of “(bringing) sexual promis- 
cuity to intermediate and high school students in 
their class lessons,” а familiar line in the anti-sex 
education arsenal of the Church, and of “killing 
unborn children and manipulating the poor.” 
IN ADDITION, the bishop and some parish 
priests have called on some councilors to talk 
to them about killing the ordinance outright, 
even before Juico has had a chance to call a 
public hearing. mm 

Referring to previous efforts of. pro- 
life groups to torpedo reproductive health leg- 
islation in the House of Representatives, a 
church official even warned Juico that “what 
we did in Congress is nothing compared to 
what we'll do to you.” There is even talk that 
should priests in Quezon City spot Juico and 
the other proponents lined up for Communion, 
they will be refused Communion, something 
that has cut the Catholic Juicos to the quick. 

“t's been very, very, very bloody,” says Sep. 
with some weariness. Expressing surprise at 
the virulent Church reaction, Juico says he 
never expected it, and that in all his years in 
politics, “this is the first serious test һауе un- 
dergone, and I hope the last." 

But the good news is that the 30-year-old 
councilor is standing fast. “I'm not here to cre- 
ate enemies," he declares, though he realizes 
that this time, he has found more than he bar- 
gained for. 
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Moreover, Abdullah understands that his wobbly 
regime will only be able to withstand the radical 
gales that are now blowing if it can forge the type of 
stability seeking alliance that Metternich built. The 
king, like Metternich and the Austrian Kaisers, un- 
derstands de Tocquevilles dictum that the most 
dangerous moment for a regime is when it starts to 
reform. Having begun, ever so carefully, to political- 
ly open his country the king knows that he needs 
regional peace and a lowering of Islamic holy rage. 

Тһе problem is that Abdullah cannot rely on his 
domestic conservative allies to give him the time that 
the kingdom needs. The Wahhabi religious establish- 
ment, the Saudi state's hidden co-rulers, could very 
well obstruct Abdullah's attempts at regional reli- 
gious reconciliation. Members ofthe religious police 
remain adamant that the country's Christian guests 
must continue to live according to strict Wahhabi 
rules of behavior. While the Wahhabis could yet be 
bribed again with oil money, the sects power-hungry 
judges eagerly await the next beheading, stoning, or 
lashing in Riyadh's public square. 

‘Thus, uniting the forces of status quo conser- 
vatism, even if some of those conservatives are 
Christian, is the only viable diplomatic strategy 
ópen to Saudi Arabia. For conservative rulers usu- 
ally fall when they fail to grasp their own vulnera- 
bility especially when the revolutionary challenge 
is cloaked in conservative garb. After all, few polit- 
ical systems can defend against those like Saudi 
Arabia's Islamic radicals—who claim that they can 
preserve the system and its religious values more 
effectively than the current rulers. 

Only an alliance of conservative leaders and 
powers (including a retreat by America from 
diplomatic radicalism), Abdullah believes, can 
restore some stability to the Middle East.

It has been re- 
peated and reviled so often that the sting has gone out of the 
horror, as if there is nothing particularly offensive about the 
idea that there are those who are killed and lost outside of. 
Lady Justices all-seeing eye. So much has been written: 
about it, in fact, that each article seems to be a rehash of the’ 
last, the newspaper 
ink’ smudging and 
blurring into the 
same stories where 
the victim's name 
just happens to be 
spelled differently 
every time. 

It is difficult to 
work up anger over 
one more lost Ме, one more boy who won't come home to 
mother, one more story exposing just how fragile bone and 
skin and self-respect are compared to the butt of a gun and a 
pepper-sprinkled sheet of cellophane wrapped around some- 
one's head. The mothers whose angry faces fill the TV screen 
are just wailing women, moaning about their Jonases and 
Sherlyns and long-lost Karens. In the face of scandal and 
poverty and the eerie quiet of a Makati mall, even remember- 
ing takes an effort. And so they die, 

The courts, whose judges have been standing up in un- 
precedented numbers for the victims of human rights viola- 
tions, have been unleashing the judicial equivalent of light 
sabers, in the hope of providing the beginnings of justice. 
The latest, the writ of amparo, an old, unused power ap- 
proved on Sept. 25, 2007, is a remedy available to any per- 
son "whose right to life, liberty and security has been violat- 
ed or is threatened with violation by an unlawful act or omis- 
sion of a public official or employee, or of a private individu- 
alorentity" М 

Unlike the writ of habeas согриз—а command for the ге- 
spondent to "show the body"—denial is not sufficient. If the 
court deems it just, the writ of amparo can be used to require 
respondent to prove that the respondent—whether govern- 
ment official, military man, or private individual —did not vi 
olate or threaten with violation the right to life, liberty and 
security of the aggrieved party. Essentially, the respondent is 
not permitted to deny allegations of kidnapping—as was 
done in the cases of UP students Karen Empefio and Sherlyn 
Cadapan—or claim that documents contain sensitive infor- 
mation—as was done in justifying the withholding of infor- 
mation relevant to the disappearance of Jonas Burgos. 

As of this week, two people have been liberated because of 
the writ. On Oct. 27 this year, Luicito "Yongyong" Busta- 
mante, a 21-year-old farmer from Sitio Quarry, Barangay 
Malabog, Paquibato District in Davao City, passed a check- 
point manned by elements of a paramilitary group formed 
and maintained by the 73rd Infantry Battalion of the Philip- 
pine Army Bustamante and two friends had distributed 
handbills for the barangay elections on board a motorcycle 
and were on their way back to Sitio Quarry when they were 
halted, ordered to alight from the motorcycle, and asked by a 
Noli Obat for names, addresses and purpose, all of which , 
they answered. Obat told Bustamante's companions 10 go 
ahead and leave “Yongyong” for further questioning because 
they had information that he was a member of the New Peo- 
ples Army He was not allowed to return home. 

On Nov. 7, his mother and human rights organization : 
Karapatan filed a petition for a writ of amparo with the Re- 
gional Trial Court in Davao City, aided by the Integrated , 
Bar of the Philippines and Union of People's Lawyers in 
Mindanao and the Free Legal Assistance Group. Last 
Wednesday, Executive Judge Isaac Robillo ordered Busta- 
mante to be presented in court by Obat and other men of 
the Infantry Battalion. The court claimed there was no 
reason to deprive the Davao farmer of his liberty and basic. 
rights asa citizen. 

Bustamante confessed that he had been severely tor- 
tured, beaten, hogtied with his head wrapped in a plastic 
bag. He had signed an affidavit admitting his membership 
іп the NPA, an admission his lawyers claimed was invalid, 
especially after Bustamante narrated how he was forced (0 
eat his own feces while being threatened with harm to his 
family. 

Human rights lawyer Harry Roque approves of the writ of 
amparo, and says that it demonstrates the irony of the judi- 
cial system. It is interesting, he says, how the writ can be 
made to work in low-profile cases, and yet cannot be imple- 
mented in the cases of Burgos, Cadapan and Empefio. The 
writ, he says, is dependent on the integrity of institutions; 
and in areas further from Metro Manila, even the military is 
afraid ofthe courts, and hold them in high esteem. In Manila, 
however, there is no assurance that even if the military is 
forced to bend under the writ—something it adamantly ге- 
fuses to do in Burgos’ case—it will submit legitimate docu- 
ments. 

Columnist Marit Stinus-Remonde of the Manila Times 
calls the writ of amparo “antisoldier” She condemns those 
who approve of the writ: “Those who rejoice over the Rule on, 
the Writ of Amparo are the very groups that defend and pro- 
tect the NPA and help it accomplish its mission. The NPA is 
the country’s No. 1 perpetrator of extrajudicial killings." This 
smacks, of course, of the same arrogance that allows the mi 
itary to justify violence and human rights violations. Perhaps 
itis best for Ms Remonde to realize that human rights are not 
a function only of those who share her political mindset, they 
are rights afforded to all humanity, regardless of politics. If 
the writ of amparo will allow those abused by the same sol- 
diers she is protecting to be free of abuse, it is not in defense. 
ofthe NPA. Itis in defense of humanity. 

But perhaps Ms Remonde has a point: there are dangers to 
the writ that we are unaware of—ironically, from the courts 
itself. Just recently, Newsbreak magazine published an ex- 
posé on the Judicial Excellence Awards, described by Chief 
Justice Reynato Puno as the "Oscars" of the judiciary. Intro- 
duced in 1991 by the Foundation for Judicial Excellence 
(ЕЛЕ) to “accentuate the positive” in the halls of justice, the 
awards recognize sterling judicial performances, and is 
funded privately. Eduardo Cojuangco, who has pending cas- 
es with the Supreme Court, is a major donor to the Judicial 
Excellence Awards, as well as others who also have pending 
cases. 

That itis of public interest to be aware of who may possi- 
bly have influence on the judiciary is a given. But not for re- 
tired Supreme Court Justice Bernardo Pardo, who. denied 
Newsbreak’s request for information on the organization. In 
a letter to Newsbreak, Pardo said the right to privacy i 
tected by the writ of amparo, and threatened to use ita 
the publication. “(It is) a judicial action we will not hesitate 
to file against Newsbreak.” In his rather livid letter, he wrote 
that “the Society has the right to privacy, and its donors too. 
‘They have not consented to the revelation of their donations. 
This is a Constitutional right that the Society invokes; itis 
protected by the writ of amparo." 

Roque is right, in the end, it all depends on the integrity of 
institutions.

During one of her speaking engagements 
in Jolo, Sulu, the Ingumer caught up with 
Guiam inside her room at the Sulu State 
College Hostel. She was busy stringing 
beads. 

“Its a diversion and part of de-stressing 
myself,” she said as she carefully selected 
colorful beads of crystals and pearls before 
hooking these onto a silver wire with a tiny 
pair of pliers. 

Twenty minutes later, the 55-year-old 
professor at the Mindanao State University 
(MSU) in General Santos City produced a 
pair of earrings fashioned out of Swarovski 
crystals and 18-carat silver wire. 

‘Making the earrings helped her to relax, 
she said, so she could listen to more stories 
about armed conflict. 


First pain 

‘This anthropologist from Bohol admitted 
that it took her more than two decades to 
confront her first pain. Although her par- 
ents were eligible to marry when she was 
conceived, they decided not to do so, she 
said, 

“Early in life, I had learned to come to 
terms [with] some things—even painful 
ones. I had to accept that I was born and 
raised without a “regular” father—that he 
was always referred to as one who “is in the 
picture” but whose image was not shown to 
me at all,” she said. 

She left her birthplace to seek a new 
identity and found herself teaching in one 
of the schools in Mangagoy, Surigao del 
Sur.

Her mother granted her wish to pursue 
higher education at the Silliman University 
in Dumaguete City, where her association 
with various communities of faith motivat- 
ed her to focus on understanding conflict 
and peace in Mindanao. 

She was recruited to teach in a Silliman- 
affiliated college in Midsayap, North Cota- 
bato, and did so in 1975 for one year. 

In 1976, she said she was “pirated” by of- 
ficials of the Notre Dame University in 
Cotabato City. There, she experienced real 
life drama unfold from the battles of the 
Moro National Liberation Front (MNLF) 
and the military. 

She married Morie Guiam, a fellow an- 
thropologist from Maguindanao. "I never 
regretted this decision that paved the way 
for a turning point in my life, my conver- 
sion to Islam,” she said.

In 1997, Guiam was recruited by the 
United Nations Development Program to 
become a senior technical adviser for its so- 
cial development project for MNLF commu- 
nities in Mindanao. 

“This meant I had to go to far-flung com- 
munities in 14 provinces and 10 cities (i 
cluding remote areas in Palawan and Zam- 
boanga del Norte and del Sur) and it was 
through this project that 1 experienced а 
daily dialogue of action," she said. 

The project provided relief and rehabili- 
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tation support to make the MNLFinflu- 
enced communities recover from more 
than 20 years of war (1970s to late 
19905). 

"It was here where 1 realized that every- 
thing learned in graduate school about de- 
velopment work had to be thrown out of 
the window,” Guiam said. 

“АП these experiences have enriched my 
life and made me more attuned to active di- 
aloguing on a day-to-day basis," she said. 


Dialogue and life 

Her “experiential journey of dialogue 
and life" might have been fruitful and en- 
lightening for communities and academe 
where she worked with but not to herself, 
she said. 

Her experiences with extreme situations 
іп Mindanao left her with a heart disease. 

"Although I had a happy family, some- 
thing was still amiss; I became impatient 
and hot-tempered and I easily snapped at 
something,” she said. 

During Ramadan in 2001, Guiam said 
she became interested in a friend's hob- 
by—making jewelry out of crystal, pearls 
and other materials. 

“Beadwork, I say, is a significant part of 
my system, my life. When you start doing 
something like a bracelet and you run out 
of materials, you have to make a decision, 
such as [whether to] leave the work unfin- 
ished or continue with it using and devising 
other materials to create something beauti- 
ful,” Guiam said. 

She said her memories and experiences 
served as her main inspiration in creating 
designs for her first work. 

“And I became oblivious of time until we 
all concluded the fasting period producing 
something exquisite and beautiful from 
pieces of stones and beads," she said. 

Now, Guiam is also teaching others how 
to make something out of beads and wires 
in the hope that they too could find it as a 
"de-stressing" hobby. 

"And also a source of income," she said.

al breakthrough—an agree- 
ment to launch negotiations for 
a comprehensive — climate 
change deal that all nations can 
embrace,” he said. 

The report seeks to guide 
politicians facing tough deci- 
sions on cutting pollution from 
fossil fuels, shifting to cleaner 
energy, bolstering defenses 
against extreme weather, and 
other issues set to intensify due 
to climate change. 


Real, affordable ways 

UN experts say а new global 
plan must be in place by 2009 to 
ensure a smooth transition 
when the Kyoto Protocol terms 
expire. 

“There are real and afford- 
able ways to deal with climate 
change," Ban said. 

He said the Bali talks should 
set the agenda and a timetable 
for a post-2012 plan that must 
provide for funding to help poor 
Countries adopt clean energy 
and to adapt to changing cli- 
mates. 

Opening with a sweeping 
statement directed at climate 
change skeptics, the summary 
declares that climate systems 
unquestionably have already 
begun to change. 

Тһе evidence is in the mea- 
sured warming of air and ocean 
temperatures, widespread 
melting snow and ice, and ris- 
ing sea levels. 

t says recent research has 
heightened concern that the 
poor and the elderly will suffer 
most from climate change; 
hunger and disease will be 
more common; droughts, 
floods and heat waves will af- 
flict the world's poorest re- 
gions; and more animal and 
plant species will vanish. 

Unless action is taken, hu- 
man activity could lead to 
"abrupt and irreversible 
changes” that would make the 
planet unrecognizable. 


Issued despite pressure 

Advocate groups hailed the 
report as indispensable for the 
10,000 delegates expected at 
Bali. 

“We expect to see their per- 
sonal copies of the Synthesis 
Report retum from Bali, bat- 
tered and worn from frequent 
use, with paragraphs under- 
lined and notes in the margin,” 
said Stephanie Tunmore of 
Greenpeace. 

The World Wide Fund for Na- 
ture, another observer of the 
talks in Valencia, praised the 
IPCC for issuing a strong report, 
“despite intense pressure from 
some governments during the 
week.” 

The report does not commit 
participating governments to 
any course of action. But it is 
important because it is adopted 
by consensus, meaning those 
countries accept the underlying 
science and cannot disavow its 
conclusions. 

It also provides а common 
scientific baseline for the politi- 
cal talks. 

But differences on how to 
control carbon emissions re- 
main stark. 


Scientific certainty 

While the European Union 
has taken the lead in enforcing 
thecarbon emission targets out- 
lined in the Kyoto Protocol, the 
United States opted out of the 
1997 accord. 

US President George W. 
Bush described it as flawed be- 
cause major developing coun- 
tries like India and China, 
which are large carbon emit- 
ters, were excluded from any 
obligations. 

He also said he preferred a 
voluntary regime. 

Sharon Hays, a White House 
science official and head of the 
US delegation, said the certain- 
tyofclimate change was clearer 
now than when Bush rejected 
the Kyoto Protocol. 

“What's changed since 2001 
is the scientific certainty that 


this is happening,” she said in a 
conference call to reporters late 
Friday. 


Threatened treasures 

Ban told the IPCC delegates 
that he had just been on a trip. 
to see ice shelves breaking up 
in Antarctica and the melting 
Torres del Paine glaciers in 
Chile. 

He also visited the Amazon 
rainforest, which he said was 
being "suffocated" by global 
warming. 

“I come to you humbled after 
seeing some of the most pre- 
cious treasures of our plan- 
et—treasures that are being 
threatened by humanity's own 
hand," he said, adding: 

"These scenes are as fright- 
ening as a science fiction 
movie. But they are even more 
terrifying, because they are re- 
al" 

In a commentary published 
in the International Herald Tri- 
bune on Saturday, Ban called 
for urgent action on global 
warming. 

“[believe we аге on the verge 
ofa catastrophe if we do not act 
...” he wrote. 

“Т am not scare-mongering. 
But I believe we are nearing а 
tipping point.” 

But Ban characterized the re- 
port's conclusions as “encourag- 
ing.” 

“The overarching message: 
We can beat this. There are real 
and affordable ways to deal 
with climate change,” he wrote. 


Unequivocal human role 

The report said the evidence 
ofa human role in the warming 
of the planet was now “un- 
equivocal.” 

Retreating glaciers and-loss 
of snow in Alpine regions, thin- 
ning Arctic summer sea ісе and 
thawing permafrost show that 
climate change is already on the 
march, it said. 

By 2100, global average sur- 
face temperatures could rise 
by between 1.1 degrees Cel- 
sius and 6.4 degrees Celsius 
compared to 1980-99 levels, 
while sea levels will rise by be- 
tween 18 and 59 centimeters 
(7.2 and 23.2 inches), it fore- 
casted. 

Heat waves, rainstorms, trop- 
ical cyclones and surges in sea 
level are among the events ex- 
pected to become more fre- 
quent, more widespread or 
more intense this century. 

“This is the strongest docu- 
ment the IPCC has produced,” 
said Hans Verolme, director of 
the WWF's Global Climate 
Change Program. 

According to Verolme, the ге- 
port said more clearly than any 
previous version, for example, 
that global warming was likely 
tobe “irreversible.” 

"It is a tremendous re- 
sult—the overwhelming scien- 
tific evidence of climate 
change is here. Now the ball is 

the court of politicians," he 
sai 


Allaffected 

The report said “all coun- 
tries” would be affected by cli- 
mate change, but poorer coun- 
tries—ironically those least to 
blame for causing the problem 
and who had the least resources 
for coping—would be hit hard- 
est. 

The UN Framework Conven- 
tion on Climate Change is 
tasked with setting a “roadmap” 
of negotiations for intensifying 
cuts in carbon emissions be- 
yond 2012, when the Kyoto Pro- 
tocol runs out. 

Carbon pollution, emitted es- 
pecially by the burning of oil, 
gas and coal, traps heat from 
the sun, thus warming the 
Earth's surface and inflicting 
changes to weather systems. 

Emissions are spiraling, driv- 
en more recently by coal-fired 
plants in fast-growing China 
and India. 

In its present form, the Kyoto 
Protocol will not even make a 
dent in this threat.

last month, the floor- 
to-ceiling racks in the 
warehouse which used 
to be full of scrap metal 
have been almost 
cleaned out, he added. 

According to Nierva, 
they were told to make 
about 100 steel robots 
for the Christmas festi- 
val. But since the metal 
parts have almost run 
out, he said they might 
end up with just 50. 

The robots vary in 
size and shape. The 

tallest they bave made 
so far is 10 feet while 
the smallest is only а 
foot tall. Almost all of 
their creations are 
made from discarded 
metal and plastic parts which are later 
painted in metallic gray. 

The "Carabot" robot, a futuristic carabap 
installed on a dais in front of the city hall, 
was made from discarded car and motorcy- 
cle parts. It signifies the hardworking ani 
diligent character of Marikina City resi- 
dents, the PIO said. .

Graduation 

Jeric only started to truly 
come out of his shell during our 
internship at INQUIRER last year. 
When we were first invited to 
contribute stories for Global 
Pinoy, Jeric took it as an oppor- 
tunity to finally reveal his fami- 
Vs tribulations to the world. Не 
wrote about how he was spend- 
ing Mother's Day away from his 
mom who was in jail in Japan. 
Fortunately, the risk which he 
took in writing the story proved 
worthwhile. He no longer had 
to hide his anguish after it was 
published. The story set him 
free. It also helped him seek (ог 
much-needed assistance ге- 
garding his mother's case. 

Getting a little respite from his 
troubles after his stint at INQUIRER, 
Jeric went back to school for our 
senior year with renewed fervor. 

After our graduation last 
March, we temporarily went our 
separate ways. I went to law 
school while Jeric started a career 
in public service after being elect- 
ed as municipal councilor of 
Hagonoy last May Though he was 
planning to go to law school too, 
he had to delay his legal educa- 


tion for a while because he need- 
ed to save enough money for it. 

We began seeing each other 
again sporadically between the 
months of June and August af- 
ter I dropped out of law school 
for personal reasons. Struggling 
with my situation of being prac- 
tically a bum, I once again 
turned on my buddy for sup- 
port. We eventually resolved to 
go back to school next year. T 
saw him for the last time on the 
30th of August when I gave him 
alift home. 


Motorcycle accident 

Then came the dreadful call 
about his death last Wednesday 
morning. Our classmate rang me 
at home to ask me if the rumors 
about Jerics death were true. I 
called ир Jerics mobile phone and 
was answered by his distressed sis- 
ter The rumors were true. He died 
in a motorcycle accident at 2 a.m. 
that same day while he was on his 
мау to check on a report about a 
burglary in his neighborhood. He 
turned 22 only last July 10. 

It has been four days since 1 
heard of his death but 1 stil find it 
hard to accept the reality that one 
of my most treasured friends is 
gone. I felt a flurry of emotions. 
From grief to shock, from shock to 
disbelief, from disbelief to anger, 
and from anger to grief again. 

Jeric graduated cum laude 
from San Beda in March earning a 
BS in Management and Philoso- 
phy I graduated with the same

degree with academic distinction. 
After graduation, we continued 
writing for Global Pinoy. (Please 
see story below). Writing about 
OFWs and their families strength- 
ened our bond because we got to 
explore our OFW backgrounds to- 
gether and saw how our similar 
experiences as OFW children pro- 
duced a connection between us 
that can't be found in just any oth- 
er relationship between friends. 

This is my first time to lose a 
very close friend. The worst part 
about losing someone dear to 
your heart is the idea that all the 
possibilities in your life which in- 
volved that person expired along 
with him. I can no longer look for- 
ward to the day when our dream 
of starting in San Miguel beer 
commercials will finally come 
true nor eagerly anticipate the 
coming of the time when welll 
have so much money that we 
won't need to cheat each other 
anymore fora smaller share of the 
bill after drinking sprees. All that 
are now just memories. 


Mother still unaware 

Jeric's mother is at present in 
jail in Japan and is still unaware 
of what happened to him. The 
Contreras family is asking for 
assistance in informing her 
about Jeric's death and bringing 
her home immediately.

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P'desh fears thousands killed by cyclone 


JHALOKATI, BANGLADESH—BANGLADESH SAID SATUR- 
day it feared thousands of corpses were littering its southern 
coast after the worst cyclone in years tore through the im- 
poverished and low-lying area. 


Officials said the army and relief 
workers were still battling to reach the 
worst-hit areas, where village after vil- 
lage was flattened when cyclone Sidr 
smashed into the disaster-prone na- 
tion overnight Thursday. 

“We are expecting that thousands of 
dead bodies may be found within a few 
days," the deputy head of the govern- 
ments disaster management office, 


Shekhar Chandra Das, told AFP in the 
capital Dhaka. 

“We have not been able to collect in- 
formation about casualties in many re- 
mote and impassable places due to the 
disruption to communications,” he said. 

In many areas, telephone lines are 
down and roads blocked. 

The current confirmed death toll 
stood at 667. Countless more people 


have been injured or are homeless. 
“We have so far found 667 dead bod- 
ies. It is increasing,” said Home Min- 
istry official Mahatab Uddin Zamader. 
People in Jhalokati, a town and dis- 
trict near the coast and one of the areas 
that bore the full brunt of the storm, 
told AFP of their terror as the cyclone 
smashed their homes with wind speeds 
of 220-240 kph and torrential rain. 
Jhalokati town is 140 km south of Dha- 
ka and close to the coastal Sunderbans 
area, the world's largest mangrove forest. 
“Ihave never seen such a terrible scene. 
It was like hell. I saw dozens of tin roofs 
flying into the air Whole houses, too,” 


said local businessman Manik Roy, 50. 

“About 500 of us were huddled in a 
shelter in a government office. The win- 
dows were shattered and it seemed the 
whole building was shaking,” he added. 

Another businessman said sitting 
ош the storm was like experiencing 
“doomsday.” 

A district official described Sidr as a 
“great human tragedy,” adding that ev- 
ery one of Jhalokati's 554 villages had 
been badly hit. 

“All the tin-built houses were blown 
away. Every household in the district 
has been affected,” said deputy com- 
missioner К.М. Rahatul Islam. 


Experts described Sidr as similar in 
strength to the 1991 storm that trig- 
gered a tidal wave, killing an estimat- 
ed 138,000 people. Another cyclone in 
1970 killed up to half a million people. 

But officials remained optimistic that 
this time the death toll would be nowhere. 
near that of previous disasters, thanks to 
a network of cyclone shelters and ал ear- 
ly-warning and evacuation system. 

“If we had not taken people to the cy- 
clone shelters, tens of thousands of people. 
would have been killed,” added Islam. 

According to officials, 1.5 million 
people took refuge in cyclone shelters 
and other government buildings. AFP 
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US envoy gives Musharraf 


a ' very strong message’ 
ISLAMABAD—A senior US envoy met Pakistani 
President Pervez Musharraf and key aides Satur- 
day to deliver a "very strong message" for an 
end to emergency rule, diplomats and officials 
said. John Negroponte, Мо. 2 in the US State De- 
partment, flew to Islamabad amid signs of grow- 
ing US concern over the crisis in its key ally in 
the fight against Islamic militancy. He and mili- 
tary ruler Musharraf discussed the political crisis 
as well as the situation across the region, a refer- 
ence to Taliban and al-Qaida unrest, state televi- 
sion reported. Before that, Negroponte met Gen- 
eral Ashfaq Kiyani, Pakistan's deputy army chief 
of staff under Musharraf and chosen successor if 
he hangs up his uniform as promised. Western 
diplomats said Negroponte would call on 
‘Musharraf to call off the emergency “right away,” 
quit the army, hold elections on time, lift curbs 
‘on the media and release political prisoners. The 
United States sees Pakistan as an essential ally in 
the fight against al-Qaida and the Taliban but has 
been signaling its mounting frustration at 
Musharraf's refusal to lift emergency rule. 


China calls on Burma 


to hasten democratic reforms 
RANGOON, Burma—China has called on Burma 
(Myanmar) to speed up democratic reforms, 
state media reported Saturday, in an unusual 
move for Beijing which has traditionally refrained 
from criticizing the country's military junta. Chi- 
na's Vice Minister of Foreign Affairs Wang Yi 
made the call during a two-day meeting with the 
junta which ended Friday but which the state- 
controlled New Light of Burma newspaper only 
reported after the Chinese diplomat had left the 
country. Yi also expressed support for United 
Nations-brokered attempts to reconcile the junta 
and the country's suppressed democracy move- 
ment led by Nobel laureate Aung San Suu Kyi, 
the newspaper reported. China, the junta's main 
political ally, does not usually publicly criticize 
Burma's military government, reaffirming its po- 
sition of strict noninterference in the internal af- . 
fairs of Burma. But in recent weeks, it has been 
credited with working behind the scenes to pres- 
sure Burma to embrace democratic reforms. AP 


Iraqi tribal group says US killed 


its members, not insurgents 
BAGHDAD—A tribal group tapped by American 
forces to root out extremists here said Friday that 
more than four dozen of its members were killed 
during US air and ground strikes north of the 
capital earlier this week. But the US military in- 
sisted that the attacks were aimed instead at al- 
Qaida and had killed 25 of its insurgents. “We 
had some people on the ground who identified 
these individuals as bad guys, basically," said Lt. 
Justin Cole, a spokesperson for the coalition 
forces. "That's why we engaged. And there is ге- 
ally no change in our posture since then." The at- 
tacks were mounted late Tuesday near Tali, а. 
restive town 24 km north of Baghdad, after 
American forces said they spotted armed men in 
the area and detected “hostile intent." Heli- 
copters and airplanes strafed buildings, and 
ground troops later exchanged fire with men 
who had shot at them, according to the military 
version of events. Two weapons caches were 
found that contained, among other things, anti- 
aircraft machine guns, missiles and a wide array 
of explosive devices, the military said. Yet Sheik 
Jasim Zaidan Khalaf, who heads one of the area's 
American-backed tribal groups, known as an 
Awakening Council, said the Americans had 
erred in the attack. The sheik said his council had 
been active in purging the area of militants be- 
longing to al-Qaida of Mesopotamia, a home- 
grown Sunni extremist group. NYT

studios to resume talks 

LOS ANGELES—Striking US screenwriters 
and major film and TV studios agreed on Fri- 
day to resume formal contract talks on Nov. 26 
as the most serious Hollywood labor con- 
frontation in 20 years dragged into its 12th 
day. The parties have not met face to face since 
the strike began with the collapse of last-ditch 
negotiations that had been urged by a federal 
mediator, unleashing a flurry of finger-pointing 
and angry rhetoric that escalated as the dis- 
pute neared its third week. A Writers Guild 
spokesperson confirmed the union's 12,000 
members remained on strike.

onboard the new bank. 

Sterling Banks stockholders have 
long wanted to return to banking but 
with the central bank's moratorium, 
the only way to go was through acqui- 
sition. They could have immediately 
bought a commercial bank, but pru- 
dently chose to start with something 
small but one which has a clean slate. 

Thus, the group acquired dormant 
Far East Savings Bank from the Ayalas’ 
Bank of the Philippine Islands. Far East 
Savings was nothing but a shell com- 
pany with a banking license and some 
government securities holdings. Then, 
the group also bought 14 of the BPI 
group's excess branches. 

The strategy made sense because 
under the stiffer International Ac- 
counting System now adopted in the 
country, goodwill (which is the intan- 
gible portion of valuation during buy- 
out deals) is charged to equity.

Young Datu finds suc 
AT 


T FIRST GLANCE, 
Saripin “Karim” 
Macaludos’ diminu- 


tive frame betrays his royal 
lineage. "Tm actually а 
Datu. But I would like to be 
known more as a farmer” 
says the soft-spoken Karim, 
as he walks past rows upon 
rows of gleaming sweet bell 
pepper in his vegetable 
farm in the rolling hills of 
Barangay Lumaldl, іп Polo- 
molok, South Cotabato. 

Dressed in a frayed sweatshirt 
and maong pants, its easy to 
mistake Karim for an average lo- 
cal vegetable grower or trader 
However, for residents in this 
once strife-torn village, he is 
looked upon as the "anointed 
опе” and the successor to his late 
father, Datu Ismael, who was a 
well-respected elder in the com- 
munity. 

‘When his father passed away 
in 2001, the young Karim con- 
fronted the daunting challenge 
of taking on the patriarch’s lead- 
ership role. His father, together 
with his brothers and cousins, 
were members of the Moro М 
tional Liberation Front (MNLF), 
which was then engaged in an 
armed struggle with the Philip- 
pine government. 

“But the members of my fami- 
ly were not involved in armed 
battles,” Karim relates. “Му fa- 
ther was a peacemaker who al- 
ways emphasized to his com- 
rades the virtues of justice and 
respect for human life." 

Karim says the signing of the. 
peace agreement in 1996 was 
the turning point for his family 
and comrades who had grown 
weary of fighting. The benefits 
of peace took concrete form 
when USAID's Livelihood En- 
hancement and Peace (LEAP) 

med Karim’s group 
partner-beneficia- 
ries, providing the former fight- 


ers with enough seeds and fertil- 
izer to begin com production. 

LEAP was designed to assist 
former MNLF combatants rein- 
tegrate into mainstream society 
by training them to become pro- 
ductive corn, rice and seaweed 
farmers, thus enabling them to 
eam sufficient money to take 
care of their fami 
Right decision 

“After receiving assistance 
from LEAR we knew that we 
made the right decision in 
choosing the path of peace,” 
Karim says. 

Afer seeing his comrades 
achieve success in corn produc- 
Чоп, and with most of them 
earning stable incomes, Karim 
decided to pursue his higher ed- 
ucation. He earned a manage- 
ment degree in 2003, and 
worked briefly in an appliance 
center in Koronadal City as a 


marketing agent. But after a few 
months, he realized that his 
heart didn't belong to the sales 
profession and decided to rerum 
to his hometown. 

During this period, staff from 
USAID's Targeted Commodity 
Expansion Program (TCEP), vis- 
ited Lumakil and introduced 
Karim and his men to vegetable 
production. TCER which is being 
implemented by USAID's 
Growth with Equity in Min- 
danao (GEM) Program, trains 
former LEAP beneficiaries 10 
produce high-value commodi- 
ties such vegetables, cardaba ba- 
nana, catfish, tilapia, lapu-lapu 
(grouper), abalone and prawns, 
to raise their incomes. 

To date, TCEP has trained 
9,500 of these former MNLF 
combatants throughout the Au- 
tonomous Region in Muslim 
Mindanao and other conflict-af- 
fected areas in the island. Imple- 


cess in 


mentation of the GEM Program 
is overseen by the Mindanao 
Economic Development Council 
MEDCo). 

Karim says he was hesitant, at 
first, about vegetable produc- 
tion. But the TCEP team was in- 
sistent and explained to him the 
economic potential of the enter- 
prise. “The GEM field techni- 
cians visited our community al- 
most every week and encour- 
aged me to attend seminars and 
field trips so that I would have а 
better appreciation of vegetable 
production,” he stated. 


Very pleased 

He was finally convinced to 
ту his hand in vegetable farm- 
ing when during one of the veg- 
etable harvest festivals orga- 
nized by TCER he saw how 
quickly the customers bought 
the assorted vegetables grown 
by the former MNLF men. 


minimum requirement is about P2.4 
billion in capital. They normally ask 
for double the book value or P4.8 
billion. You will throw away that 
money. With that money I can open 
more branches. It is a better use of 
resources,” Villena says. 


Building the backbone 

“For a startup savings bank, we 
were able to grab the big people 
we needed. Irs never easy but 
what we offered them was a vision 
of making a difference,” he says. 
"These (people) are what I call 
grizzled veterans but each one 
Without personal agenda, each 
опе a teamworker." 

Villena himself gave up a plum 
postas an executive vice president 
at the Yuchengcos' Rizal Commer- 
cial Banking Corp. to help orga- 
nize the new bank. His executive 
vice president Asterio "Boy" Favis 
was treasurer of Philippine Na- 
tional Bank and a senior player in 
the money market industry. 

“1 see my role as CEO like a con- 
ductor in an orchestra. You'll know 
that a conductor without an orches- 
tra will have no symphony. am just 
one of the key members of the sym- 
phony ... the conductor will make 
sure that the symphony is playing a 
‘world-class number,” he says. 


Management philosophy 

His core management philoso- 
phyis inspired by that of New York 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg, whom 
he believes is very successful be- 
cause he runs the city as if its а 
private company. 

“You hire smart people, then you 
delegate. Encourage your people 
to take risks and just manage the 
risk. If they make mistakes, they 
learn from it ...Give importance to 
the existence of a person and he 
will reciprocate as a person. Listen 
to them, motivate them, treat them 
well. And if we make money, we 
will all share,” he says. 

Under Villena's leadership, the 
bank has mapped out a clear ca- 
reer ladder for employees, who are 
encouraged to stay for the long 
haul. Average age for the rank and 
file staff is 25; for the junior offi- 
cers, 35; and, for the senior offi- 
cers, 45. This built-in system of 
succession is meant to ensure that 
the organization is efficient and

nearby market centers. 

The group also travels to 
neighboring towns to find new 
markets for its produce. With 
bitter gourd selling at P20 per ki- 
lo and eggplant at P10 per kilo, 
the group earns a healthy profit, 


‘| which has allowed it to purchase 


additional seeds and fertilizer. 
According to Karim, the major 
advantage of planting vegeta- 


ý bles other than corn is that a 


Atthe end of the festival, all of 
the produce had been sold, and 
some growers received addition- 
al orders from traders who were 
very pleased with the high-qual- 
ity of the vegetables. 

"I was amazed at how fast the 
vegetables were sold. I could see 
that my [MNLF] comrades were 
making good money andit 
struck me that our group could 
do the same given our fertile and 
sizeable farmlands,” he shares. 

The rest, as they say, is history. 

Karim and his men now grow 
sweet bell pepper, bitter gourd 
(ampalaya) string beans, egg- 
plant, mongo and tomato in a 
1,000 square meter farm lot ad- 
jacent to the groups’ sprawling 
corn production area. 

"Growing vegetables is very 
profitable,” he explains. His 
group now delivers around 50 
kilos of bitter gourd and 100 ki- 
los of eggplant twice a week to

large area is not required for 
production, Karim's group start- 
ed with a 500-sq.m. plot until it 
was eventually able to expand 
its production area. 

"Although vegetable farming 
is quite labor intensive, this is 
offset by good financial returns 
and you don't need to wait for 
three to four months to make 
your first harvest,” he says. 


Marketing agreement. 

Recently, Karim's group estab- 
lished a relationship with anoth- 
er successful TCEP cluster head- 
ed by Zarrudin Kakim, which 
signed a marketing agreement 
with GenTuna, a processing 
plant in Gen. Santos City. Under 
the arrangement, the two 
groups will consolidate produc- 
tion and deliver at least two tons 
of sweet chili pepper to GenTuna 
every month. They have agreed 
to share the profits equally. 

Karim says his management 
course has helped him in run- 
ning the daily operations of his 
farm. “Everything should be sys- 
tematic. Vegetable production 
also requires a lot of planning 
and strategic thinking. You 
should always be aware of your 
strengths and weaknesses.” 

The youthful Datu declares 
that vegetable farming has sig- 
nificantly improved the lives of 
his family and comrades. "Veg- 
etable farming has provided my 
people the opportunity to earn 
stable incomes, and more im- 
portantly, it has, given them 
hope for a brighter future," 
Karim concludes. 


New kid on the block m»

each staff well-motivated. 

"And of course there will be rea- 
sonable rewards. Our pay scale is 
benchmarked against the other 
banks. We hired Watson Wyatt to 
make sure that our compensation. 
is competitive," he says. 

Also in place is a blueprint fora 
calculated and managed growth. 

In this first year of operations, all 
efforts focused in setting up the in- 
frastructure. In the second year, the 
bank will have to streamline the in- 
frastrucrure to check possible ex- 
cesses. In the third year, that’s when 
it shall go for more aggressive ex- 
pansion and in the third to fourth 
year, a further scaling up. 


Rewing up 

Sterling Bank is currently seek- 
ing а license from the BSP to open 
up a foreign currency deposit unit 
as well as for quasibanking li- 
cense. It has also applied with the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion for dealership in government 
securities. 

By the end of this year, Sterling 


Bank aims to have 13 to 15 
branches. What happens once the 
bank has used up the leeway to 
open 14 branches using those 
bought from BPI? 

“Well just have to scout around 
for banks who are willing to sell. 
We have looked at several banks in 
the market. But what is discourag- 
ing is the premium that they're ask- 
ing. Its not reasonable, and premi- 
umis charged to equity,” he says. 

The second option is to go to ar- 
eas where the BSPs branching 
moratorium has been lifted. 

Either way, the bank looks for- 
ward to serving Malabon, 
Navotas, Caloocan, Marikina, 
Taguig, Alabang, San Fernando, 
Angeles, Dau, Dagupan, Baguio 
and in the Calabarzon—Imus and 
Dasmarifias—and outside Luzon, 
Cebu and General Santos City. 


Vast experience 

A lawyer-turned-banker, Vil- 
lena has had a vast experience in 
financial intermediation from 
bagging corporate accounts to 
nurturing small and medium en- 
terprises to restructuring of de- 
faulting borrowers after the Asian 
currency crisis. 

“The biggest satisfaction I got is. 
not from bagging the accounts of 
big multinationals but it is from 
helping small SME grow into suc- 
cessful entrepreneurs," he says. 

Another market being targeted 
by Sterling Bank is the lucrative 
overseas Filipino worker sector, 
especially having publicly listed 
money transfer firm iRemit as а 
sister company. "Money will come 
inif you do it right," Villena says.

without margins, everything is difficult and 
some things are impossible. For people with 
margins, however, some things are difficult 
but nothing is impossible. While its certain- 
ly true that far more people live life without 
margins than with them, that doesn't have 
to be the case for you. 

Come up with the specific steps you need 
to take to build some margins into your fi- 
nances, your relationships and your calen- 
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WHEN I MENTOR YOUNG LEADERS, I AL- 
‘ways stress to them the importance of hav- 
ing margins in their lives. 

What exactly are margins? Margins give 
you breathing room so that when some- 

"thing goes wrong—as it surely will sooner 
or later—the problem isn't compounded 
because you don’t have an answer. 

Let's take an example from the world of fi- 
mances, Having financial margins means 
you're putting a little bit of money aside reg- 
larly so that when you get hit with an unex- 
pected economic problem, you're able to 
take care of it without it turning into a crisis. 

Margins don't just apply to money, of 
course. They also apply to your time and 
your relationships. 

Here's another way (о look at it. When 

“you're living a life with margins, you con- 
duct yourself in such a way that you always 
"have some IOUs you can collect, Those 
"IOUs might take the form of goodwill from 
another person, money you have saved or 
"even time you have set aside in case you 
^ don't get a certain project done. Whatever 
the case, margins help you manage situa- 
tions that could otherwise easily turn into 
„major disasters. 

Although margins are extremely valu- 

able, they don't just happen naturally. As I 
;make it a point to tell young leaders, you 
have to work hard to build them into your 
life. But its definitely worth the trouble, 
: and here's why. 

‘With time, effort and purpose, margins 
‘become options. And options, in turn, give 
you choices, so that when you experience 
some kind of hardship, it's okay.

handmade paper. I did not want to copy 
their ideas so I did not use handmade pa- 
pers їп my artworks," he said. 
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Members of the foundation produced 
handmade paper from different indigenous 
materials and sold decorative paper, wall 
decors, lamp shades, postcards and bags. 

While striking a balance between his 
work as a hotel employee and as owner of 
an art shop he decided he was ready to go 
full-time in his art shop—after realizing it 
was really what he wanted. 

Born and raised in a town where Poten- 
ciano Gregorio Sr. lived, he named his art 
store Sarung Banggi Arts and Crafts. Grego- 
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rio Sr is the writer of Bicol folk song Sarung 
Banggi. 


Starting all over again 

For seven years, he rented a work and 
display area in Barangay Tambangon, near 
the town poblacion. 

Unfortunately, this display area was com- 
pletely destroyed by Supertyphoon Reming 
late last year and he lost about P60,000 to 
P70,000 of his earnings.

startall over again," he said. 

Losing everything to the storm, however, 
did not make him lose hope. 

“1 did not feel bad when ! lost the materi- 
al resources because I know that I have my 
ideas with me,” he said. 

He asked help from his siblings and grad- 
ually built a new shop in a small part of a 
one-hectare rice field his parents owned 
along the highway in Barangay Lidong. 

"After one and a half months, in the mid- 
dle of January, 1 was able to open a new 
shop," he said, although he admitted that 
as of now, he has not yet regained the mon- 
ey lost due to Reming. 


Production process 

Calleja said the process of making his art- 
works are not that hard once you get used to it 

First, he makes the art design, then pat- 
terns it into a chip board, put glue on it, ap- 
plies the paint and constructs the frame. 

The materials he uses are: Chipboard as 
base, water-based acry-paint, glue stick 
and abaca fibers, and "malasaging" wood as 
frame. 

Some of Calleja's paintings are incorpo- 
rated with clay from Tiwi town and sand 
from Mayon Volcano. 

With one helper, Calleja makes about 
250 pieces of artworks a month. 

А small artwork costs P65 and a bigger 
artwork is sold at P110. 

Calleja said there are also times when 
sales are low, especially during June and 
July. He considers summer and December 
as peak seasons. 


Bestsellers 

Calleja also makes custom-made and 
made-to-order designs for his customers. 

Of these, he admitted that making a por- 
trait of the Last Supper, Cagsawa Ruins and 
other big artworks gave him the most chal- 
lenge. 

Instead of using chipboards, he uses ply- 
wood in these designs which cost from 
P3,500 to P5,000. 

Making big artworks would take him at

least three days to make.

Affordable 

Coming from a family of artists, Calleja is 
really an artist by heart. 

He used to make oil paintings and join ex- 
hibits in neighboring Legazpi City but he real- 
ized that oil paintings are really expensive and 
it takes so much time before they get sold. 

"So I thought of making something com- 
mercial yet beautiful. And this was it,” said 
Calleja, who was not able to finish his archi- 
tecture course at the Bicol University. 

Calleja admitted that the Sarung Banggi 
Arts and Crafts is his family's only source of 
income. 

While he works in the shop, his wife 
takes care of their children ages 21, 15 and 
5. Their children were all able to go to 
school with the help of their business. 

Calleja has friends from Tabaco City, who 
sell his artworks at P250 to P300 in Quiapo, 
Manila, and Festival Mall in Alabang. 

Some handicraft stores in Albay also sell 
Calleja's artworks at P170. 

Calleja is inspired by the colors of his sur- 
roundings, and he especially likes sunsets 
and the environment, which he describes as 
a combination of beautiful colors. 

“I get my ideas from what surrounds me, 
from what I see every day. I base my (ап- 
works) on the place,” he said. 

Аз of now, he has about 100 different de- 
signs and he is not stopping there. 

“very time I think of something, I make 
a sample of it. If like it, it goes into produc- 
tion,” he said. 

The themes of his collage artworks аге 
mostly ethnic, modern abstract, still life 
and sceneries. 

With his successful foray in commercial 
art, Calleja has no regrets he left his hotel 
job.

salmon. In addition to around 50 kinds 
of products, a highly trained nutrition- 
ist can tailor either a three-day or a 28- 
day diet to their health profiles. 

Perricone admits he uses vanity to get 
people motivated to want to adopt his 
program. 

“Women like to look pretty and men 
like го look athletic,” he adds. “If you 
say they'll get to look the way they 
want if they do this, this and this, 
theyll do it, and the health aspect be-

He has no problem taking that route 
in marketing what he thinks is an ideal 
daily health regimen. And he seems to 
be doing the right thing, judging by 
news reports on his company's growth. 
In 2005, a year after it went interna- 
tional, sales topped $50 million. 


From lit to med school 

Although his undergrad degree is in 
English Literature, Perricone says he 
was always interested in medicine. He 
did something about that interest 
when, at 31, he finally enrolled at 
Michigan State University’s medical 
school. 

He made up for lost time. "I was 
done at 33,” he says, skipping the part 
about graduating with distinction. Per- 
ricone then did his pediatric internship 
at the Yale University Children's Hospi- 
tal in Connecticut. On his first day as 
an intern, he was asked to assist in the 
birthing of a baby at the delivery sec- 
tion. It was an amusing coincidence 
because it happened to be his birthday, 
too. He was born on June 23 in the 
same hospital, he says, back when it 
was still named Grace-New Haven 
Hospital. 

“Twas advised by Sidney Hurwitz to 
go into dermatology,” acknowledges 
Perricone, who spent his dermatology 
residency at Ford Medical Center. He 
had good reason to heed the counsel. 
Hurwitz was the doctor who had de- 
veloped a distinct medical specialty 
out of the entire spectrum of childhood 
skin disorders, including diaper rash 
and acne. 

In medical school, Perricone says, һе 
was already mulling the idea that in- 
flammation that causes heart diseases, 
arthritis and other health conditions 
could be rushing the aging of the skin, 
too, and that nutrition may be the an- 
swer 

Scientific curiosity led him to do the 
research, his finding confirming his 

itial concerns. When he came out 
publicly with his theory that inflamma- 
tion produced enzymes that broke 
down collagen, resulting in wrinkles 
and other visible signs of aging, the 
medical community, specifically the 
dermatology industry, frowned and 
howled 


No apologies 

“No apologies came," he says, even 
after other medical experts had agreed 
with him that inflammation contribut- 
ed to aging, obesity and depression in 
addition to the usual market list. (п 
fact, now the medical community is 
pointing to inflammation in the gut as 
a possible biomedical cause of autism 
and ADHD). Not even after other der- 
matologists started riding on his coat- 
tails and added cell-protective and 
cell-regenerating elements to their 
products. 

Perricone, of course, didn't stop at 
research. Based on his findings, he 
came out with anti-aging skincare 
products. He patented the technolo- 
gies for antioxidants like Vitamin C Es- 
ter and Alpha Lipoic Acid (ALA), as 
well as neuropeptides with anti-aging 
properties. For his “dedication and 
contributions toward advancing Com- 
plementary and Alternative 
Medicine,” he has received the Ameri- 
can College for Advancement i 
Medicine 2000 Norman E. Clark Sr. 
Lecture Award. He is also recipient of 
an Eli Whitney Award for his inven- 
tions and contributions to technology 


Not just skin-deep 
What causes inflammation? Accord- 
ing to Perricone, diet and stress are the 


main instigators. The sugar in the pas- 
tries, pastas and potatoes that you eat 
causes a burst of inflammatory chemi- 
cals that spread throughout the body 
when the blood sugar is elevated by 
stress-induced hormones. Add smok- 
ing, pollution, overexposure to the sun 
and the use of irritating skin treat- 
ments to the list and you become a 
guaranteed candidate for inflamma- 
Чоп on the cellular level. 

While it is generally acknowledged 
that the body is a remarkable network 
of systems, no one before Perricone 
looked deeper and beyond the skin to 
find а connection between the im- 
mune system and acne, wrinkles and 
sagging skin. The skin was always just 
treated on its own, with either topical 
applications or a combination of 
creams and more drastic procedures 
like injections or surgical lifts. 

“The skin is the visual barometer for 
what's happening inside the body" he 
says. 

His anti-aging regimen is a triple 
treat—healthy diet, supplements and 
mutrentenriched skincare products

"My constant work is to educate," 
stresses Perricone, who indeed has 
found a good use for his English Lit de- 
gree. Three of his books so far have 
been No. 1 in the New York Times best- 
sellers list, namely “The Wrinkle 
Cure,” “The Perricone Prescription” 
and “The Perricone Promise.” His lat- 
est book “Ageless Face, Ageless Mind” 
hit the bookstores just last week.

In his books he explains the research 
behind his prescription that the right 
food, exercise and supplements can 
speed up metabolism and weight-loss, 
enhance your mood, make you more.

Educated in the Dominican school, he was 
an altar boy then helper and clerk-sacristan in 
the church of Binondo. He was also a member 
of the Confraternity of the Holy Rosary. 

He left the country in 1636 after he became 
involved or was accused of involvement in а 
crime. He feared he would be meted the death 
sentence. 

But in Japan, where Christians were being 
persecuted, he and his companions were im- 
mediately arrested, imprisoned and tortured. 

In 1637, he, Fray Domingo and 14 others 
were led up a hill overlooking Nagasaki Bay. 
Ruiz valiantly confessed his Christian Faith 
and told his executioners he was ready to die 
for God. 

“Deny your faith and we will spare your 
life,” he was told. But Ruiz answered, "T will 
never do it. 1 am a Catholic and happy to die 
for God. If 1 have a thousand lives to offer, T 
will offer them to God.”

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To be held Nov. 29, 6 p.m., at the Manila 
Polo Club in Makati, this year's event is 
jointly headed by Manuel V. Pangilinan, 
chair of the Philippine Long Distance Tele- 
phone company and president of the Philip- 
pine Business for Social Progress, and 
Maria Luisa Perez Rubio, MGC president 
and PBSP trustee. 

Festival theme is “Celebrating the Spirit 
of Giving at Christmas.” 

This year’s beneficiary, the Amore pro- 
gram, is an initiative of the PLDT-Smart 
Foundation. Typhoon Reming caused dam- 
age amounting to PS billion and displaced 
hundreds of families. 

Now, almost a year after the typhoon, 
some 1,500 families іп Daraga, the town 
nearest the Mayon Volcano, remain in evac- 
uation centers and transit houses while 
3,274 families have no shelter to speak of. 

This year's Festival of Trees hopes to raise 
at least P2.5 million to help build 30 
homes. The Amore program hopes to pro- 
vide homes to some 220 families by the 
time it is completed. 

Rubio stressed that, in addition to 
shelter, “livelihood is a prime thrust.” 
With the help of funds raised 
through the festival, organizers 
hoped to enable calamity vic- 
tims to resume “whatever they 
used to do.” 
In the last 11 years, the Fes- 
tival of Trees raised a total of 
P60 million for programs 
that helped create sus- 
tainable livelihood op- 
у portunities and pro- 
vide social services to 
communities most in 
need of assistance. 
The money also 
helped promote sus- 
tainable development 
and environmental 
protection іп de- 
pressed communities. 
Last year, the event 
raised more than Р1.5 
million for landslide 
victims in Ginsaugon, 
St. Bernard, Southern 
Leyte.

е Enforce rules clearly and con- 
sistently.

ery whim. There is no need to be 
harsh and overbearing, but chil- 
dren feel safer when limits are set. 
Be nurturing, but.learn when to 
sayno. 

For instance, Scott knows that 
the rule in our household is work 
before play. Once, I invited him to 
go to the mall, but he said, “Wait, I 
need to finish my assignments 
first" After he had done so, we 
"went to the bookstore. 

% Encourage children to talk 
about problems. We generally do 
not like to talk about what upsets 
us, but children need to verbalize 
what they feel. Giving words to 
feelings can change the way their 
brain develops, forming links be- 
tween the emotional and thinking 
parts, and helping kids face prob- 
Jems better. 

© Get involved in the communi- 
ty Unfortunately, many children 
spend time outside school on tu- 
toring or similar programs. But 
children learn to care about others 
by doing, not just by talking about 
religion in class. Community ser- 
vice teaches children social skills 
and, most importantly, empathy 
for others in society.

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THE THING THAT STRUCK ME 
most about the young girl who 
died of suicide a few weeks ago 
was the richness of her emo- 
tions and the depth of her pain. 
For someone so young, she 
‘wrote with such pathos. Just by 
reading her words, you could 
touch her pain. 

‘There are many unanswered ques- 
tions, and to this day, I understand that 
psychologists from the private sector 
and the DSWD continue to look into 
the case. The child was clearly de- 
pressed. It was not just poverty that 
killed her, but, Pd venture to say, a con- 
fluence of many factors. 

Rina Jimenez David has written 
about media's responsibility towards 
the manner by which suicide should be 
reported, and Michael Tan has talked 
about the role that hopelessness and 
loneliness play in young suicides. Let 
me now try to discuss how parents can 
explain suicide to children and what 
they and educators can do to try and 
prevent suicide as much as possible. 

Depression is a major factor in death 
by suicide. First of all, іс needs to be 
stressed that it is no longer correct or 
sensitive to say that someone "commit- 
ted suicide" The Compassionate 

ds (ТСР), a US-based organiza- 
tion of bereaved parents, has taken a 
historic step to modernize the lan- 
guage, which describes a death by sui- 
cide. Its Board of Directors has official- 
ly adopted the terms “died by suicide” 
or “died of suicide” to replace the com- 
monly used “committed suicide” or 
“completed suicide.” 

ТСЕ says that the old expressions 
perpetuate a stigma that is neither ac- 
curate nor relevant to today's society. 
*We now know that many suicides are 
the result of brain disorders or bio- 
chemical illnesses such as clinical de- 
pression. But the stigma associated 
with suicide often forces family mem- 
bers to choose berween secrecy about. 
the death and social isolation. Their 
hesitancy to seek the support of the 
community increases their pain and 
makes their healing more difficult. 
Families who have had a child die by 
suicide are helped in their grief by the. 
use of non-judgmental language," says 
the TFC bulletin. 
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Coping with suicide 


Complicated grief 

Suicide iş categorized as a compli- 
cated type of grief, and itis a death that 
is never easy to discuss. How does one 
explain the death to a child when such 
a thing happens? 

The Suicide Awareness Voices of Ed- 
cation (SAVE) website says that age 
needs to be the prime consideration 
when explaining any type of loss to a 
child. The important thing is to be hon- 
est because, one day, the child will 
eventually find out the truth. 

Usually, the first question a child will 
ask is "what is suicide?" The SAVE site 
suggests that one way to explain is that. 
people die in different ways, from can- 
cer, heart attacks, car accidents, or old 
age, for example. 

‘Suicide simply means that a person 
caused his or her own death intention- 
ally; it doesn't have to mean more than 
that. However, also explaining that ће 
person they loved caused their own 
death because they had an illness in 
their brain can also be helpful. If they 
press for more detail, use your discre- 
Чоп to help the child understand as 
much as is age-appropriate.” 

Itis important for the child to under- 
stand that the person who died loved 
them, but that because of illness, he ог 
she may have been unable to convey 
that, or to think about how the child 
would feel after the death. “The child 
needs to know that the suicide was not 
their fault, and that nothing they said 
or did, or didn't say or do, caused the 
death.” 

The site enumerates the following 
ways to explain suicide to а chil 

“Не had an illness in his brai 
mind) and he died." 

“Нег brain got very sick and she 
died.” 

“The brain is an organ of the body 
just like the heart, liver and kidneys. 
‘Sometimes it can get sick, just like oth- 
er organs.” 

"She had an illness called depres- 
sion and it caused her to die.” 

However, the parent also needs to 
stress to the child that depression per 
se does not cause someone to die by 
suicide, but rather that there are op- 
tions for getting help such as medica- 
tion and psychotherapy or both. 

Schools have a responsibility as well 
to explain and debrief the student 
body when a student passes away due 


(or 


to suicide. A few years back, psychia- 
trist Dr. Elizabeth Rondain and I had 
the opportunity to discuss the subject. 
at a private girls school when a death 
by suicide rattled the whole school 
community. 

Itwas also a chance to explain to the 
girls (in age-appropriate language) 
what the whole concept of suicide was 
about, creating in them an awareness 
of the signs to look out for among their 
classmates. This was a far cry from 
when Iwas a high school student in the 
805, when the "s" word was only 
talked about behind closed doors. 


Intervention programs 

In 2005, Senator Miriam Defensor 
Santiago, perhaps borne out of her 
‘own loss, filed Senate Bill 1946, an асс 
that seeks to empower the Depart- 
ment of Education (DepEd), The 
Commission on Higher Education 
(CHED), and Technical and Education 
Skills Development Authority (TES- 
DA) to require all the school heads to 
report all the incidents of student sui- 
cide in their respective schools, 
whether consummated, attempted or 
frustrated, and to provide a program 
for student suicide early intervention 
and prevention. 

Senator Pia Cayetano, who heads 
the Senate Health Committee says, 
that there is definitely a need to look 
into the issue. 

“I agree that it is a very emotional

and touchy subject which makes a lot 
of people uncomfortable. As such, not 
enough information is available to par- 
ents/school personnel and others in а 
position to help the potential suicide 
victims. The bill is laudable because it 
will address the need for information. 
The reporting requirement alone will 
give the government the initial info it 
needs to put programs in place.” 

According to Senator Cayetano, the 
bill will be refiled by Senator Defen- 
sor's office in the 14th Congress. 

T think it is important for schools to 
have suicide prevention programs set 
in place. Perhaps the Philippine Pedi 
atric Society, the Philippine Psychiatric 
Society and the Department of Educa- 
tion can pool together their resources 
to create a program that can be used by 
both public and private schools. 

Programs to address the issues of 
hopelessness, to strengthen available 
support systems especially in view 
of the deteriorating fabric of the 
Filipino family, need to be created 
and put into place. 

A suicide awareness program 
for parents, teachers, school ad- 
ministrators would certainly be 
most helpful. More crisis help 
lines need to be set up and 
manned by trained volunteers. An 
advocacy for a deeper under- 
standing and appreciation of both 
the physiologic and psychological 
roots of depression may perhaps

search all over town, we finally caught “The 
11th Hour" at SM Centerpoint last Nov. 7. 
We appreciated the full-length documen- 
tary's earnest efforts to warn viewers about 
the planet's grievous environmental crisis, 
but sadly noted that there were fewer than 
10 people inside the movie house. 

Clearly, if the film wants to create a 
groundswell of support for environmental ini- 
tiatives, it isn't connecting with enough viewers 
here. 

As we watched the docu presented by 
Leonardo DiCaprio, we tried to figure out the 
reasons for this sad disconnect. At the end of 
the long screening, we had some answers:

A big tumoff was the movies “talking 
heads" format. The production won our admi- 
Tation by securing the participation of an im- 
pressive roster of experts, but their views were. 
edited together in a perfunctory manner, and 
this resulted in those views ending up as a blur 
as far as viewers’ comprehension was con- 
cemed. 

Another drawback was the production's 
eclectic approach to the problems and 
causative factors it chose to include in its 
purview. There were so many aspects ofthe en- 
vironmental crisis that were touched on that it 
was a challenge to get an organized handle on 
them, 

We also noted that, in terms of production, 
the film tended to use existing footage, instead 
of originating much of its visual support mate- 
rial. 

Finally DiCaprio's work as"presentor" of the 
documentary didn’t make a major impact, be- 
cause he was onscreen for only a relatively 
short time. 

Despite these lapses, however, we strove 
hard to keep track of the movie's main points, 
because the current environmental crisis de- 
serves our fullest attention and concern. Some

ECHOCARDIOGRAPHY IS ONE OF THE 
most widely used procedures for diagnosing 
heart disorders because it is noninvasive, 
safe, relatively inexpensive, widely avail- 
able, and provides excellent images of the 
heart. 

“Echocardiography is а diagnostic proce- 
dure that uses high-frequency ultrasound

DOLE warns agencies, employers 
violating HSW policies 


THE DEPARTMENT OF LABOR AND EMPLOYMENT 
(Dole) warned recruitment agencies and employers against 
circumventing the policies on the deployment of household 
service workers (HSWs) as investigations are underway on 
erring agencies recruiting HSWs for the Middle East. 

Labor and Employment Secretary Arturo D. Brion said 
agencies and individuals found violating the policies would Бе 
penalized with cancellation of their license. Principals and 
employers in cahoots with these agencies would also be black- 
listed. 

Brion aired the warning after receiving reports from La- 
bor Attaches David Des Dicang and Leopoldo De Jesus that 
some agencies and employers who hired Filipino HSWs in 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait circumvented the new regulations 
‘on HSW deployment, He immediately directed the Philippine 
‘Overseas Employment Administration (POEA) to conduct an 
investigation of the erring recruitment agencies and employ- 
ers. 

Citing a report from Labatt Dicang of the Philippine Over- 
seas Labor Office (Polo) in Saudi Arabia's Eastern Region, 
Brion said some agencies and employers in Saudi Arabia cir- 


cumvented the new HSW regulations by hiring cleaners with 
less than SR 1,000 monthly рау (055268) but who actually 
ended up working as HSWs. 

‘The Labor and Employment Secretary also cited the report 
of Kuwait-based Labatt De Jesus, which showed similar cir- 
cumvention of the regulations. The violations, he said, involved 
underpayment of salaries, contract substitution, and reprocess- 
ing of contracts. 

He noted that the Polos in Saudi Arabia and Kuwait received 
complaints from HSWs victimized by unscrupulous agencies 
and employers. He urged other HSWs who might have also 
been victimized to report any form of violations of the HSW 
policies to the nearest Polo as well as to POEA. 

The package of welfare and protection reforms for HSWs 
raised the minimum salary of overseas Filipino HSWs from 
5200 monthly to $400 monthly. It removed from the HSWs 
the payment of placement fee. The HSWs, nonetheless, are 
required to undergo assessment. Those who fail the assess- 
ment three times will have to undergo skills training. The age 
of HSWs to be deployed abroad was also set at 23 years old 
and above.

THE LOSS OF A JOB IS RARELY 
a welcome event. If retrench- 
ment were called by any other 
name, it would still be a "bad" 
word. 

Untraveled road. Retrench- 
ment throws the retrenched 
on an untraveled, when the 
normal course of things is 
shaken, there will inevitably 
be the need to regain compo- 
sure, The retrenched must 
learn to trust the shaken 
ground again. 

Financial testing. There are 
many core issues that re- 
trenchment puts to test. One 
of the most critical is finan 
security. With the loss of a job 
comes the loss of an income 
source from which to sustain 
life itself, The need to provide 
food, clothing and shelter 
does not stop when the in- 
come stops. There are still 
families to feed, loans to pay, 
medical needs and countless 
concerns. 

Career loss. Another key is- 
sue is the loss of a career and 
with it a long list of career-re- 
lated entanglements, such as 
self-worth, direction and life 
meaning. Where one's per- 
ception of value is measured 
in terms of a job, it becomes 
doubly difficuit to feel worthy 
and useful when employment 


ends. For many people, a ca- 
reer determines status, 
wealth and power; little else 
is left without it. 

Disrupted friendships. Re- 
lationships are also jeopar- 
dized when one is let go. 
Friendships will have to be 
nurtured outside the work- 
place, with much less fre- 
quency and ease. All the good 
times associated with work 
life will have to stop. Re- 
trenchment temporarily halts 
relationships until these cher- 
ished social interactions find a 
new place for nurturing. 

Uncertain future. Perhaps 
the most critical issue is that 
retrenchment destroys the 
certainty of a future one has 
envisioned. Futures are often 
determined within the con- 
text of a career where people 
look at what's ahead in terms 
of the financial, psychological 
and social gains from the fruits 
of employment. When this 
picture is defaced, so does the 
trust and faith in the future 

Retrenchment rituals. The 
effects of retrenchment are 
felt at different stages and 
with varying intensity in the 
period surrounding exit from 
the workplace. But at no time 
are they more pronounced as 
in the last few days before 
the final workday. It is during 
this period that the re- 
trenched go through the ritu- 
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What to expect when you lose your job 


als of retrenchment. 
These retrenchment rituals 
constitute the little inevi- 
table “ceremonies” that one 
must go through in order to 
disengage from employment 
These are small, seemingly 
harmless but energy-drain- 
ing and heart-wrenching 
things that one must do to 
disengage, cut ties, and 
move away from one’s now 
ex-employer. Very often, it is 
these rituals that deliver the 
heavier blow, the gross re- 
minders of a life chapter end- 
ing and forever gone. 
Turnover of symbols. One 
such retrenchment ritual is 
the turnover of company 


symbols, property, and equip- 
ment. How does it feel to sur- 
render a company ID one has. 
worn for many years and to 
be issued a temporary paper 
pass for a one-time entry into 
company premises to claim 
the last paycheck? How does 
it feel to purge a company-is- 
sued laptop of personal files 
and remove one's user ac- 
count from it? How does it 
feel to empty one's desk onto 
а cardboard box, including 
the photo frame, birthday 
card and pencil stand that 
once graced one's little cor- 
ner space? 

“It feels like I'm losing a 
part of myself," said one of my

Every human being has 
fears. The difference lies in 
the amount of courage that 
one has to face his own fears.

Find out what you are afraid 
of.

Second, I am 
able to go on with my life, 
choosing what I want to do, 
doing what makes me happy 
and productive, mostly ensur- 
ing that I live longer, and not 
spending my waking hours 
worrying about what I used to 
fear most—death.

Driving in the city is always 
an adventure. І used to blame 
the slow driver in front of me, 
for making me angry.

Life is too serious—that's 
why we need a sense of hu- 
mor.

IN THE WORKPLACE, IT'S NOT HARD TO FIND COWORK- 
ers who act as though they're running for public office— 
they're popular because they're always nice to everybody. 
But that doesn't necessarily mean they're sincere—they just 
like to be liked, sometimes at the expense of truthfulness, so 
that at times we say they are ma-politika. On the other hand, 
you'll find very few coworkers willing to endure being dis- 
liked or even hated just so they can speak their minds out. 
Sometimes you appreciate their being frank and transparent 
about their opinions, but as “truth tellers” they hardly be- 
come the office darlings because most people do not enjoy 
hearing the truth about their situations or themselves. In 
fact, they are labeled taklesa (tactiess) 

Thave seen both types in operation and 1 find that each of 
them have their own giftedness to contribute to the work- 
place. Ma-politika’s affirming stance can easily elicit coopera- - 
tion from others; while Taklesa's frankness can be eye-open- 
ing for the complacent. However, I tend to think that it is 
honesty of purpose that determines which of them can truly 
lift the workplace from the sphere of mere socioeconomic 
and physical existence and turn it into a place of fruitful 
fulfillment. Those who are disliked or hated for being truth- 
ful—more than the ma-politika types—could become the real 
agents of change in the workplace because they (unwit- 
tingly) serve as prophets, sensing hidden dangers, pointing 
out errors, and challenging the status quo. But their bold- 
ness can make a difference only if they mirror the compas- 
sion and wisdom of Jesus in their persons—their effective- 
ness depends on the witness of their lives.

What are wealthy Filipinos buying these days? Duomo bags at 
P75,000, P600,000 Bulgari watches, and new breasts for P142,000, 
among other must-haves

Tros who doubt the growth numbers proffered by President Arroyo's economic 
managers need to look no further than the bustling retail sales for proof. Apparently, 
it's not only shampoos, soaps and noodles consumed by practically 75 million Filipinos; so 
too are luxury items and high-end brands. 


Iconic Louis Vuitton, for instance, has sold more bags in the Philippines this year than in 
2006, according to Pamela Picazzo, LV communications coordinator in the Philippines. 
The Speedy 30 remains LV's top seller, which comes in monogram canvas (P34,200), 
Damier canvas (P34,200) and the Mini Lin Canvas (P37,800). Other top sellers are 

the Duomo (P75,000) with its structured and sturdy frame, and the Batignolles Vertical 
(P41,900). 


Luxury car brands Mercedes-Benz and BMW are also having a good year. Gregorio T. 
Yu, chair of CATS Motors Inc., reveals that the number of units sold as of last month is 
already 20 percent more than that sold in 2006. Leading in sales was the Mercedes C 
Class (P2.98 million), followed by the E Class (P4.98 million), S Class (P8 million) 
and the SLK (P5 million). The top BMW models for the year, says Yu, are the 3 series, 
followed by the 5 series, the 1 series, the X5 and X3. "Sales have been increasing 
because so many people are celebrating with a luxury vehicle," explains Leana Farrales, 
senior corporate communications manager of BMW in the Philippines. 


Bulgari general manager Mario Katigbak observes that jewelry remains the bestseller 
for Bulgari, with items that go from P50,000 to P2 million. Then there are the watches, 
which range in price from P150,000 to P600,000, and the leather handbag, the most 
popular of which is the DecoHe, which goes for P60,000. 


When it comes to gadgets, mobile phones and iPods are on top of the list of must-buys, 
says Generoso Villanueva of the Mobile1 retail chain. All types of iPods continue to sell 

well even if the brand has been around for some time, he notes. The iTouch (P12,000), 

which is an iPod with Internet surfing features, is also becoming popular. 


For Nokia, the most popular handset brand in the country, the best sellers are the 6300 
(P11,200) and the N95 (P29,500). Samsung top choices are the E250 (P6,990), D900i 
(P13,990), U600 (P17,890), U700 (P18,990) and the C140 (P2,650). 


Real estate companies are also feeling the love from consumers, which they have not felt 
since the 1997 Asian currency crisis. Century Properties Inc., one of the biggest names 
in the industry, says that condominiums have become the property of choice. Its Soho 
Central in Mandaluyong is almost sold out, with studio units starting at P2.7 million, and 
во are the South of Market units in Fort Bonifacio, with prices starting at P4.9 million for 
a one-bedroom suite and P11 million for a three-bedroom unit. The Grand Soho Makati 
is as popular, and costs from P2.1 million for a studio to P14 million for a three-bedroom 
loft. 


Even the medical industry is benefiting from the money sloshing around in the economy. 
Just ask Vicky Belo, also described as "the dermatologist to the stars," who says that 
clients are hankering for a Smart Lipo. Unlike traditional liposuction, Smart Lipo patients 
have a faster recovery time—and pay top peso for it. A Smart lipo costs P33,600 for each 
part—upper abdomen, abdomen, waist, hips, inner thigh, outer thigh, buttocks, chest, 
breast, calves and back, plus P11,200 for the anesthesia and P5,600 for the binder. An 
additional 20 percent is charged as professional fee. Breast work is the next most popular 
procedure, with prices starting at P142,720, followed by a nose lift (at least P50,400) and 
eye work (P39,200 for eyelift or eye bag removal). 


With all that money going around and spent unabashedly on luxury items and services,

The Money Trail 


With all those ads for condos, leisure 
homes and signature items, you won- 
der: where is all that money coming 
from? And where is it headed? An 
expert weighs in 


“W 
HERE has all my money gone?" 


The typical working stiff usually asks this 
question after finding himself broke just days 
after payday. Policy-makers pose a similar 
question when trying to understand the state 
of the country's economy. Part of the answer 
lies in accounting for the inflow and outflow 
of money within the system: Where is our 
money coming from? How are we spending 
it? 


The answers are especially significant at this 
time, since the last quarter of the year always 
means a spike in the volume of money 
coming in, says Dr. Ponciano Intal, Ph.D., 
executive director of De La Salle University's 
Angelo King Institute for Economic and Busi- 
ness Studies (AKI). 


Much of the inflow comes from overseas Fili- 
pino workers (OFWs), whose remittances are 
estimated at US$12B this year. Most of this 
amount ends up in personal consumption, 
housing, and children's education instead of 
domestic investments that, economists say, 
could have had а more positive impact on 
money supply. Intal notes, though, that in the 
case of housing, OFW earnings are invested 
in durables, among them appliances, furni- 
ture and sporting goods. Another positive 
development, he adds, is how Filipinos have 
learned to save whatever is left of their fixed 
and often skimpy salaries. Still, the overall 
gain in savings has been a low 35 percent 
compared to much higher rates in other de- 
veloping countries. 


Aside from personal consumption, much of 
the money sent in by OFWs is spent on liveli- 
hood investments like passenger jeepneys 
and FX taxis, observes Intal. “OFWs must 

be making some form of investments, but 
there is no information on their magnitude," 
he adds. "There is a need for government 

to keep track of how OFWs' remittances are 
being used. It should be important enough to 
merit the attention of the national leadership." 


With OFW remittances playing a vital role in 
the inflow of money into the economy, there 
are fears that decreased overseas work 
would lead to less money circulating in the 


system. But Intal remains unfazed. "| suspect 
this scenario may take another decade to 
actually happen. There's a construction boom 
in the Gulf states. Japan and other industrial- 
ized countries have a graying population that 
could spur an increased demand for caregiv- 
ers. There are also growing opportunities for 
Filipino IT professionals." He adds that Filipi- 
nos are also the preferred worker overseas. 
"We adapt easily and are naturally gregari- 
ous. And we're good at what we do." 


But even this anxiety over the decline in 
OFW placements could be a good thing if it 
leads to an improved business climate in the 
Philippines, contends Intal. Given a resur- 
gent economy at home, prospective OFWs 
will choose to stay and find work here, he 
adds. This has happened to South Korea, he 
notes. In the late '70s and most of the '80s, 
the South Koreans were a force to contend 
with in construction projects in the Middle 
East. After their economy heated up during 
the '90s, it became increasingly difficult for 


the Gulf oil-producing states to import South 
Korean manpower. 


Intal, however, cautions against putting the 
nation's economy solely in the hands of 
OFWs. All that hue and cry about the valu- 
able contribution of overseas workers to the 
economy should not diminish several devel- 
opments in diverse local fronts,he says. 


He describes the tourism industry to be “at 
the cusp of a major breakthrough the way 
Thailand was іп 1984." Tourism is a vital cog 
in national development since the industry is 
labor intensive and has multiple trickle-down 
effects on other sectors, from farming to 
handicrafts, intal explains. 


Just as promising is the agriculture sector 
that is on the rebound after years of neglect 
and low productivity. The AKI executive notes 
the improvement in the price of copra in the 
international market and the recent push 

for alternative energy sources like biofuels 
which could energize the rural economy. The 
best performing jetropa seeds come from 
development-challenged regions like Maguin- 
danao, he adds. 


Intal also points to a massive ship-building 
project in Subic by South Korea's Hanjin, that 
could lead to potential employment opportuni- 
ties especially for high-skilled laborers. 


All told, sums up Intal, there is money going 
around. And the immediate prospect is for 
more money coming in that, hopefully, would 
trickle down to all sectors in the near future. *

| FIRST heard the term from a lower middle 
class family, welcoming home a daughter 
who had just finished a six-month stint 

in Japan as ап entertainer. | was doing 
research in their community and happened 
to be there when she came home from the 
airport amid much fanfare—and expectations. 
She had saved and brought home several 
lapads (10,000-yen notes) and US dollars 
which, | later found out, amounted to almost 
P250,000. 


The term came from the entertainer's 
mother, her way of warning her daughter 

to watch her money. Yet, | could sense 

that the entertainer's own family was going 
to be the main source of problems. Even 
while she was unpacking, they were already 
talking about a low-cost housing project in a 
nearby province, and how a sari-sari store 
could help them meet their needs. All quite | 
understandable aspirations, but in addition, 
her siblings were already asking for iPods 
and new clothes and shoes while other 
relatives were asking for blow-outs. One or 
two joked, half-seriously, about needing a 
loan. 


I've seen other returning overseas workers 
who lived up to the term “one-day millionaire,” 
checking in the entire family into a five-star 
hotel and going off on shopping sprees, 
literally for a taste of the good life. Іп Filipino, 
they'd say "para naman makatikim ng 5-star 
atsteak." In a twist on the description 

"wine, women and song," some returning 
entertainers also party way into the night,

painting the town red by going off with their 
other girl friends to gay bars to watch macho 
dancers, ordering drinks left and right and 
leaving large tips. 


This young woman was different, talking 
about how she wanted to go back to school 
and give her daughter—she was a single 
mother—a better life. But a few months later 
she was dead broke, money all gone. Some 
of her savings went into small livelihood 
ventures but those floundered quickly. 
Meanwhile, the Japanese government 
practically closed down the recruitment of 
Filipina entertainers, shattering her dreams of 
another stint. 


Gone are the japayuki, but the one-day 
millionaires are all around us. This is more 


than just a phenomenon of women returning 
from Japan. As a nation, we do tend to live 
beyond our means. When good fortune 
comes, we tend to squander it away quickly. 
It's partly a mentality of living for today, given 
that life is so uncertain especially in our 
times. There's fear that things won't last, the 
money will run out, so let's spend it now and 
get as much of the "good" life as we can. 


Credit cards have, unfortunately, promoted 
this idea of "luho," enjoy now, worry later, 
prodded on by ads for luxury items. It's a bit 
like guests at a party who betray their lowly 
background as they pile up their plates with 
food, more than they can eat, again for fear 
that there won't be enough to go around. 


In other instances, we misuse our good 
fortune under social pressure. We do have 
an extended family system where people feel 
entitled to their share of new wealth. And 

by extended, | mean friends of relatives of 
neighbors of relatives. Note how even the 
“pasalubong” tradition—the expectation of 
gifts whenever someone returns from a trip, 
no matter how short—is part of this sharing 
of fortunes. The expectations rise with the 
type of bounties that come their way, whether 
a few hundred pesos for a lotto ticket, or a 
multi-million prize for boxing. 


Ask and you shall receive. And we oblige all 
who ask because we foolishly think it boosts 
our social status. It's all part of our tribal 
past, when the “big man” in a village had to 
build up followers and allies by throwing big 
feasts. The more elaborate and conspicuous, 
the better to show one's power, and always 
one had to outdo the earlier displays of 
wealth. 


How do we change all this? | know one 
extreme case where the wife of the returning 
seafarer would practically lock her husband 
up each time he returned home, until he'd 
leave again. She'd pretend to be naughty, 
saying that she wanted her husband all 

to herself, but her intentions were clear, 
securing him from people wanting loans. 


| think we'll just have to start with our 

own backyards using less drastic ways. 
Generally, we need to promote an idea of a 
social sharing of good fortune, not in terms 
of extravagant blow-outs but of some kind 

of community or communal endeavor: one 
pasalubong for the whole office for example, 
or for a returning overseas worker, some 
kind of donation to the whole clan, or gifts of 
some social use for the community like books 
or new desks for a school, for example. 

It's already started with balikbayans, and 
hopefully, it could set a new trend. Let's 
hope with time, people will realize that it's 

a good thing to want to share good fortune, 
but that it's better if, like that story in the New 
Testament, we could multiply our blessings 
more times over before distributing it. +
